BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


1997 was a busy year for the Board of Selectmen. We fielded issues ranging from the 
need for new Town office buildings, to open space acquisition, to the salaries we pay 
our employees, and more. 


JANUARY 

The Board held preliminary discussions with members of the Municipal Space Needs 
Committee in anticipation of expanding their charge to include the construction of a 
new Town Hall and/or Police Station. 


The position of Inspector of Buildings was offered to Ken Ward. 


A “Land Purchase Financing Committee” was formed to study various ways to finance 
municipal land purchases in Boxford. 


Kopelman & Paige, the Town's legal counsel, notified both Georgetown and Boxford 
that the provision of Georgetown water to a retail development on Georgetown Rd. 
required the approval of Boxford Town Meeting. 


The Board met with members of the Planning Board to begin discussions on _ bringing 
a growth limitation bylaw to Annual Town Meeting. 


FEBRUARY 
State Representative Forrester “Tim” Clark met with the Board to acknowledge his 
(and Bruce Tarr’s) support of the filing of a Boxford Land Bank Bill. 


The Board adopted the first townwide Sexual Harassment Policy for all Town 
Employees. 


MARCH 

Bringing order to the Town’s various by-laws, rules and regulations via codification 
was discussed with the Town Clerk. The Board agreed to support an article funding 
this important step. 


Dr. Richard Taylor of the Board of Health advised the Board that the repair of the old 
landfill under Johnson Field was progressing fine. It is expected to come in at,or 
under, the $125,000 voted by Town Meeting. 

The Board learned that Town Moderator, DeWitt Minich, would not run for reelection. 


The Board approved the expenditure of $6,300 for design plans for the Phase 1 
expansion of the Spofford School parking lot. 


The Board charged a new Municipal Building Committee to guide an expanded or 
new Police/Communications facility through Town Meeting. 
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Kathleen Lynch, Masconomet Superintendent, presented details of the proposed 
expansion of Masconomet High School to the Board. The price tag is in the 
neighborhood of $48.1 million. 


APRIL 
The Board met with the Recreation Committee and the BAA to discuss building an 
additional baseball field at Cole School. 


The Board met with the Conservation Commission to discuss the salary we can offer 
candidates for the conservation administrator’s position. The Board passed this 
request on to the Personnel Board and its consultant who is doing a salary survey for 
this, and two other management positions. 


The Historic District Commission met with the Board to seek its support to restore the 
Little Red Schoolhouse as a youth/community center. 


The Land Purchase Finance Committee recommended that the Town vote to approve 
a $5 million serial bond to purchase land for conservation purposes. 


The Board of Selectmen honored Thomas F. Greene, recently retired Superintendent 
of Public Works, for his 23 years of service to the Town. 


MAY 

Upon the recommendation of David Durkee, the acting DPW Superintendent, the 
Board forwarded a list of 20 unaccepted roads to the Planning Board for their review 
and recommendation at a future Town Meeting. Once accepted, these roads will be 
added to the Town’s road inventory resulting in higher State reimbursement. 


The Board voted to offer dental insurance to Town employees at their own cost. 


The Board welcomed new member Duke Brown, who was named Clerk. Ken Bagge 
was voted Chairman for the coming year. 


The Board formed an ad hoc committee called the DPW Screening Committee, to 
review 29 job applications for the position of Superintendent of Public Works. The 
committee will recommend up to 3 finalists. 


The Board discussed acquiring the portion of Camp Dennison which is located on 
Baldpate Pond in Boxford. 


JUNE 
The Board held initial discussions on forming a committee to look into our current form 
of Town government, and possible alternatives to it. 


The Board voted to hire P. Hunt Durey, as Conservation Administrator.

Representatives of a group opposed to a proposed 53 lot subdivision adjacent to the 
Boxford State Forest, presented a petition signed by 592 residents. 


Saturday, July 5, 1997 was proclaimed “Charles Purinton Day” in honor of Mr. 
Purinton’s 100th birthday. 


JULY 
The Boxford Land Committee met with the Board to discuss acquiring various parcels, 
to be funded with a $5 million serial bond voted at Town Meeting. 


The Board, after receiving input from the Conservation Commission, the Land 
Committee and the Planning Board, voted to support the effort of the Town of 
Georgetown to acquire, for recreational purposes, Camp Dennison. The camp, which 
is in Georgetown and Boxford, is accessed via Georgetown. 


With regrets, the Board accepted the resignation of Marie Cody as Director of the 
Council on Aging. 


AUGUST 
The Board signed a “Certificate of Substantial Completion” for the Cole School 
remodeling and expansion project. 


After a long search, David Durkee, DPW foreman, was named Superintendent of 
Public Works. He replaces Tom Greene, who retired earlier in the year. 


SEPTEMBER 
The Board signed a “Certificate of Substantial Completion” for the Spofford School 
remodeling and expansion project. 


The Board of Health met with the Selectmen to discuss storm water drainage problems 
in the vicinity of Spofford Pond, on Spofford Road. 


The Board charged an ad hoc Municipal Government Study Committee to take an 
objective look at Boxford’s current form of government and investigate and evaluate 
various alternatives. 


The Selectmen learned that the Little Red Schoolhouse had been voted eligible for 
inclusion on the National Register of Historic Places. 


Continuing discussions with the Boxford Land Committee re: the acquisition of 
portions of the Lord property and the Lockwood property. 


The Board voted to approve the borrowing of $200,000 as authorized by Town 
Meeting for the upgrading or reconstructing of private septic systems. This state loan 
guarantee program is designed to assist homeowners. Repayment of the loan is via 
the homeowners tax bill. 
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OCTOBER 
The Board confirmed the appointment of Gloria O’Leary as Director of the Council on 
Aging. 


In response to a water emergency in the Town, the Board voted to support the 
Conservation Commission’s ban on the removal of water from all ponds until further 
notice. 


The Board allowed presentations by supporters of both the Masco school expansion 
project and the alternate “Boxford only” high school project. 


The Board voted to support the process the Land Committee followed in making their 
recommendation to purchase three parcels, and to forward their recommendation to 
the Special Town Meeting. 


The Board voted to confirm the fairness of the price of the Lord and Lockwood 
properties should the town vote to acquire these properties. 


After many months of negotiations, the Board signed a 3 year contract with the new 
Town Hall/Library/Custodial Employees Association. 


The Board signed a 1 year contract with the Boxford Police Benevolent Association. 


NOVEMBER 
The Board worked with the Cable TV Committee to identify equipment needs to be 
funded under the terms of the cable license. 


After meeting with a representative of the Police Department and the Building 
Inspector, the Board voted to endorse their work to bring the Town’s house numbering 
system into compliance with Town policy and state law. It’s estimated that several 
hundred homes may be improperly numbered. 


The Board and the Finance Committee met and agreed to work together in setting 
financial targets for the new fiscal year. 


DECEMBER . 

The Personnel Board met with the Board of Selectmen to discuss their future. The 
Board’s workload has been reduced as the number of employees covered by unions 
has grown. Selectmen feel the Personnel Board’s mission should be changed to 
include advising the Town on contract and salary negotiations. 


The Board applied for a grant to expand the East Village commuter parking lot.

1997 ANNUAL REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


The year 1997 was an active year in which Town Counsel responded to a number of requests 
for opinions from Town Officials and represented the Town in several pending court actions. We 
advised the Board of Selectmen with respect to numerous Town Meeting issues and have also advised 
the Board of Selectmen with respect to the application of various other laws, including those 
governing conflicts of interest and executive sessions. 


As always, we strive to provide fast and concise responses to requests for advisory opinions. 
In this regard, we have reviewed proposed revisions to the Town’s wetlands by-law and have advised 
the Town on general Town government issues, including the use of revolving funds. 


We continue to represent the Town in court on litigation matters, and are presently involved 
in several matters currently pending before the Massachusetts Superior Court and Land Court 
concerning several subdivisions. 


The office of Town Counsel has continued to work with the Town to reduce municipal legal 
costs, by researching many issues of municipal law and mailing memoranda addressing those issues 
at no charge to the Town. This year we have advised the Town with regard to the Massachusetts 
Rivers Protection Act, amendments to the state pension and disability law and CORI issues relating 
to Councils on Aging. We have also advised the Town relative to conflict of interest laws affecting 
public employees and the procedures for acquiring property by purchase, gift or eminent domain. 


We have attended Town Meetings and meetings of the Board of Selectmen and other Town 
Boards at the Town's request and have advised such Boards as necessary. 


We extend our appreciation to the Board of Selectmen for their confidence in retaining this 
firm, and we appreciate the assistance and cooperation we have received on all matters from the 
Board of Selectmen and other Town Boards and personnel. We look forward to working with 
members of the Boxford Town government in the future.

E.F. Builders, Inc. v. Zoning Board of Appeals 

Land Court Misc. No. 219867 

Appeal of special permit denial for common driveway. Filed notice of appearance for 
Zoning Board of Appeals on August 4, 1995. Plaintiff has taken no further action in this 
case. 


Georgetown Road Limited Partnership v. ZB 
Land Court Misc. No. 233718 


Appeal of special permit denial. This case has been remanded to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 


Hutchinson v. ZBA and Georgetown Road Limited Partnership 
Land Court Misc. No. 23814 


An appeal by an abutter of a Zoning Board of Appeals grant of a site plan special permit. 
The trial has been scheduled for June 22, 1998. 


Thomas E. Neve v. Terrance P. Miklas and Planning Board 
Lawrence Superior Court C.A. No. 95-171D 


This case involves an action by plaintiff against co-defendant relative to subdivision funds. 
Town is the holder of the funds. A pre-trial is scheduled for March 26, 1998. 


Nicmar Industries, Inc. v. Chris J. Decoulos Associates and Town 

Lawrence Superior Court C.A. No. 94-1971D 

Action by subcontractor to seize and apply subdivision funds to developer’s outstanding 
debt. The case was dismissed on March 4, 1996.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


Significant changes took place in this Board's sphere of concern during calendar 
1997. At the request of the Board of Selectmen one of its members, Mr. Daniel Bauer, 
was assigned as chairman of a special committee to draft specifications and interview 
applicants for the position of Superintendent of the Department of Public Works. The 
traditional matrix range for this position was replaced with a salary range within which the 
Selectmen were able to hire a replacement for the position vacated through retirement. 


Similar ranges were developed for the employment of a new Inspector of Buildings 
and a Conservation Administrator. No one from the Personnel Board was involved in the 
drafting of specifications for these positions. All such changes were approved at the 
annual town meeting. 


Annual performance reviews were completed by department managers prior to the 
annual town meeting and wage and salary adjustments for those affected were reflected in 
budgets presented at that meeting. Additional adjustments were made later in the year to 
reflect changes necessitated by actions of the special town meeting. 


Most of the full time clerical positions in the community elected union 
representation and the Personnel Board was asked to develop wage range information 
which the Board of Selectmen could utilize in negotiations. A three year contract was 
ultimately developed for this group of employees. 


At the Fall special town meeting the position of Library Director was voted out of 
the traditional matrix. Salary administration for this position will be negotiated by the 
Board of Trustees of the Boxford Public Libraries. 


The Board has initiated studies of its proper role, if any, in a changed community 
personnel structure. It is anticipated that proposals for change will be placed before the 
Town at the 1998 annual meeting. 


The Board convened as the Personnel Review Board to hear the final step of one 
employee grievance during the year.

MAYS Ls L997 


Voters of the Town of Boxford met at the Masconomet Regional 
High, scupbolmoneluesday,sMaveia, 1997. Moderator DeWitt T.. Minich 
called the Special Town Meeting to order at 7:16 p.m. The articles 
of the warrant were disposed of as follows: 


ARTICLE 1. To See if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to fund a portion 
of the Employment Agreement signed between the Board of Selectmen 
and the Boxford Communications Dispatchers and Police Secretarial 
Employees Association for the period of July 1, 1997 to June 30, 
1998; said funds to be spent under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen; or take any other action thereon. 

Upon motion made and duly seconded, it was VOTED, by unanimous 
voice vote, to transfer from free cash the sum of $6,000 to fund a 
portion of the Employment Agreement signed between the Board of 
Selectmen and the Boxford Communications Dispatchers and Police

1. Purpose: The purposes of Phased Growth are to protect and 
promote the public health, safety, and welfare of the Town of 
Boxford by phasing the growth of the Town at a manageable rate 
to ensure that the Town has adequate time to expand its 
resources and to provide the necessary services to meet the 
educational, infrastructure, and public safety needs of its 
residents in accordance with its Master Plan. 


2. Applicability: This sub-section shall apply to every new 
residential development. Development shall mean a single 
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parcel or set of contiguous parcels of land held in common 
ownership, regardless of form, at any time on or after the 
effective date of this sub-section for which one or more 
building permits will be sought. 


3. Phasing Schedule: Building permits for each development 
shall be granted at an annual rate not greater than that 
permitted by the following schedule:

4. Subsequent changes in the shape or ownership of lots shall 
not affect the applicability of this sub-section. Lots can be 
sold at any time for construction of dwellings in future 
years; however, any lots covered by the provision, hereafter 
sold or otherwise transferred, shall include in the deed the 
earliest date on which construction may be commenced. 


5. This sub-section shall be effective until May 1, 2007. 


Upon motion made and duly seconded, an amendment to add 
"subsequent to the approval of the subdivision" to the second 
column heading was defeated by unanimous voice vote. 


A 2/3 vote was required.

2 "Pond Watershed Overlay District including Hovey’s Pond, Baldpate 
Pond, Stiles Pond, and lands within 300 feet from the mean annual 
high-water line around each pond"; under Section 8, Subparagraph 
(k) "Any activities deemed by the Commission likely to have a 
significant or cumulative effect upon resource area values 
protected by this bylaw"; and under Section 8, in the text defining 
Buffer Zone, "The Buffer Zone shall also mean that area of land 
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extending three hundred (300) feet from the mean annual high-water 
line around Hovey’s, Baldpate, and Stiles Ponds". 

Upon motion made and duly seconded, it was VOTED, by majority 
voice vote, to amend various portions of Article 12 of its Bylaws, 
known as the WETLANDS PROTECTION BYLAW, by substituting the 
following sections: 


Section 1 Purpose Substitute for the first two paragraphs: 
The purpose of this bylaw is to protect the wetlands, water 


resources, and adjoining land areas in the Town of Boxford by 
controlling activities deemed by its Conservation Commission 


(hereinafter "Commission") likely to have a significant or 
cumulative effect upon resource area values, including but not 
Partced Low ‘the: fol lowing: public™ ox private water’ supply, 


groundwater, flood control, erosion and sedimentation control, 
storm damage prevention, water quality, water pollution control, 
recreation values deemed important to the community, and riverfront 
area values (collectively, the "resource area values protected by 
this bylaw"). 


This bylaw is intended to utilize the Home Rule authority of this 
municipality to protect additional resource areas, for additional 
values, with additional standards and procedures stricter than 
those of the Wetlands Protection Act, MGL Chapter 131, Section 40 
and Regulations thereunder, 310 CMR 10.00, as they may be amended. 


Section 2 Jurisdiction Substitute for the entire section: 


Except as permitted by the Commission or as provided by this bylaw, 
no person shall commence to remove, fill, dredge, build upon, 
degrade, discharge into, or otherwise alter the following resource 
areas: any freshwater wetlands; marshes; wet meadows; bogs; 
swamps; lakes; ponds; rivers; streams; creeks; banks; beaches; 
vernal pools; large isolated wetlands; lands within 100 feet of any 
of the aforesaid resource areas; lands under waterbodies; lands 
subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater or surface waters; 
land within 100 feet of said land subject to flooding or 
inundation; riverfront area within 200 feet from the mean annual 
high-water line; (collectively the "resource areas protected by 
this bylaw"). Said resource areas shall be protected whether or 
not they border surface waters. 


Section 3 Exceptions Substitute for the third paragraph: 
Other than stated in this section, the exceptions provided in the 


Wetlands Protection Act, MGL Chapter 131, Section 40, and 


Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00, as they may be amended, shall not apply 
under this bylaw. 


Section 4 Application for Permits and Requests for Determination of 
Applicability 
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Written application shall be filed with the Commission to perform 
activities affecting resource areas protected by this bylaw. The 
application, formally known as the Notice of Intent or Request for 
Determination of Applicability, shall include such information and 
plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission to describe 
proposed activities and their effects on the resource areas 
protected by this bylaw. No activities shall commence without 
receiving and complying with a permit, formally known as an Order 
of Conditions or Conditions imposed on a Negative Determination of 
Applicability, issued pursuant to this bylaw. 


Add after first paragraph: 

The Commission in an appropriate case may accept as the permit 
application and plans under this bylaw the Notice of Intent and 
plans filed under the Wetlands Protection Act, MGL, Chapter 131, 
Section 40 and Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00, as they may be amended. 
At the time of a permit application (Notice of Intent), Request for 
Determination of Applicability, application for Partial Certificate 
of Compliance, or request for Extension Permit, the applicant shall 
pay a filing fee specified in Regulations of the Commission. The 
fee is in addition to that required, if any, by the Wetlands 
Protection Act, MGL Chapter 131, Section 40, and Regulations 310 
CMR 10.00 as they may be amended. 


Substitute for the second paragraph: 

Any person desiring to know whether or not proposed activity or an 
area is subject to this bylaw may, in writing, request a 
determination from the Commission. Such a Request for 
Determination of Applicability shall contain data and plans as the 
Commission specifies, unless said request is only for an informal 
opinion as stipulated in Section 5 of this bylaw. 


Section 5 Public Notice and Hearings 


Substitute the following for the first paragraph: 

Any person filing a permit application (Notice of Intent), Request 
for Determination of Applicability or request for Amendment to 
Order of Conditions with the Commission at the same time shall give 
written notice thereof, by certified mail (return receipt 
requested) or hand delivered, to all abutters at their mailing 
addresses shown on the most recent applicable tax list of the 
assessors, including owners of land directly opposite on any public 
or private street or way, and abutters to the abutters within 500 
feet of the property line of the applicant, including any in 
another municipality or across a body of water. In case of 
property that has frontage on a pond, abutters will include all 
those properties with frontage on the pond or pond association if 
in existence. 

The notice to abutters shall enclose a copy of the application or 
request, with plans, or shall state where copies may be examined 
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and obtained by abutters. An affidavit of the person providing 
such notice, with a copy of the notice mailed or delivered, shall 
be filed with the Commission. When a person requesting a 
determination is other than the owner, the request, the notice of 
the hearing, and the determination itself shall be sent by the 
Commission to the owner as well as to the person making the 
request. 

The notice to abutters shall include at a minimum a sketch or map 
of the location and a description of proposed work. 


Substitute for the fourth paragraph: 

The Commission shall commence the public hearing within 21 days 
from receipt of a completed permit application or request for 
Determination of Applicability unless an extension is authorized in 
writing by the applicant. 


Substitute for the sixth paragraph: 

The Commission shall issue its permit or determination in writing 
within 21 days of the close of the public hearing thereon unless an 
extension is authorized in writing by the applicant. 


Substitute for the seventh paragraph: 

The Commission in an appropriate case may combine its hearing under 
this bylaw with the hearing conducted under the Wetlands Protection 
Act, MGL Chapter 131, Section 40, and Regulations, 320 CMR 10.00, 
as they may be amended. 


Section 6 Permits, Determinations, and Conditions 


Substitute for the fifth paragraph: 

The Commission in an appropriate case may combine the permit or 
determination (other action on an application) issued under this 
bylaw with the Order of Conditions or Determination of 
Applicability issued under the Wetlands Protection Act, MGL Chapter 
131, Section 40, and Regulations, 320 CMR 10.00, as they may be 
amended. 


Section 8 Definitions 


Substitute the following definitions or portions thereof, or add 
definitions as indicated, and alphabetize the definitions as 
amended: 


"Alter" 
subparagraph (gq) Placing of obstructions or objects 
(including docks and piers) in water; 


Add the following: 

Abutter means the owner of any property any portion of which lies 
within 500 feet radially from any lot line of the subject property 
including owners of land directly opposite on any public or private 
street or way including any in another municipality or across a 
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body of water. In: the case of property that has frontage on a 
pond, abutters shall include all those properties with frontage on 
the pond or pond association if in existence. 


Beach means a naturally or man-made unvegetated bank which normally 
abuts and confines a water body. 


Bogs are areas where standing or slowly running water is near or at 
the surface during a normal growing season and where a vegetational 
community has a significant portion of the ground or water surface 
covered with Sphagnum moss (Sphagnum) and where the vegetational 
community is made up of a significant portion of one or more of, 
but not limited to nor necessarily including all, of the following 
plants or groups of plants: aster (Aster nemoralis), azaleas 
(Rhododendron canadense and R. viscosum), black spruce (Picea 
mariana) , bog cotton (Eriophorum) , cranberry (Vaccinium 
macrocarpon), high-bush blueberry (Vaccinium corymbosum), larch 
(Larix laricina), laurels (Kalmia angustifolia and K. polifolia), 
leatherleaf (Chamaedaphne calyculata), orchids (Arethusa, 
Calopogon, Pogonia), pitcher plants (Sarracenia purpurea), sedges 
(Cyperaceae), sundews (Droseraceae), sweet gale (Myrica gale), 
white cedar (Chamaecyparis thyoldes). 


Bordering Vegetated Wetlands are freshwater wetlands which border 
on creeks, streams, rivers, ponds and lakes. Bordering Vegetated 
Wetlands are areas where the soils are saturated and/or inundated 
such that they support a predominance (50% or greater) of wetland 
indicator plants. 


Bordering Land Subject to Flooding is an area with low, flat 
topography adjacent to and inundated by flood waters rising from 
creeks, streams, rivers, ponds or lakes. The boundary of Bordering 
Land Subject to Flooding is the 100 year flood plain. It extends 
from the outer edge of a bank or Bordering Vegetated Wetland. 


Buffer Zone means that area of land extending one hundred (100) 
feet horizontally outward from the boundary of the following 
resource areas: Freshwater Wetlands, Marshes, Wet Meadows, Bogs, 
Swamps, Lakes, Ponds, Rivers, Streams, Creeks, Banks, Beaches, 
Vernal Pools, large isolated wetlands, lands under waterbodies, 
lands subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater or surface 
water. 


Creek means the same as a stream. 


Dredge means to deepen, widen, or excavate, either temporarily or 
permanently. 


Freshwater Wetlands are Wet Meadows, Marshes, Swamps and Bogs. 


Isolated Land Subject to Flooding is any isolated depression 
without an inlet or outlet which at least once a year confines 
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standing water to a.volume of at least one quarter acre-foot of 
water with an average depth of at least six inches. The boundary 
is the perimeter of the largest observed or recorded volume of 
water confined in the basin. 


Lake means any open body of fresh water with a surface area of ten 
(10) acres or more, and shall include great ponds. 


Large Isolated Wetlands means isolated wetlands 5000 square feet or 
larger. 


Marshes are aréas where a plant community exists in standing or 
running water during the growing season and where a significant 
part of the vegetational community is composed of, but not limited 
to nor necessarily including all, of the following plants or groups 


of plants: arums (Araceae), bladder worts (Utricularia), burr 
reeds (Sparganiaceae), button bush (Cephalanthus occidentalis), 
cattails (Typha), duck weeds (Lemnaceae), eelgrass (Vallisneria), 
frog bits (Hydrocharitaceae) , horsetails (Equisetaceae) , 
hydrophilic grasses (Gramineae) , leatherleaf (Chamaedaphne 
calyculata), pickerel weeds (Pontederiaceae) , pipeworts 
(Eriocaulon), pond weeds (Potamogeton), rushes (Juncaceae), sedges 
(Cyperaceae), smartweeds (Polygonum), sweet gale (Myrica gale), 


water milfoil (Haloragaceae), water lilies (Nymphaeaceae), water 
starworts (Callitrichaceae), water willow (Decodon verticillatus). 


Mean Annual High-Water Line shall mean with respect to a river, the 
line that is apparent from visible markings or changes in the 
character of soils or vegetation due to the prolonged presence of 
water and which distinguishes between predominantly aquatic and 
predominantly terrestrial land. 


Substitute the following: 

Ponds shall include any substantially open body of fresh water with 
a surface area observed or recorded within ten years prior to the 
date of application, of at least 10,000 square feet. Ponds may be 
either naturally occurring or man-made by impoundment, excavation, 
or otherwise. Ponds shall contain standing water except for 
periods of extended drought. For purposes of this definition, 
extended drought shall mean any period of four or more months 
during which the average rainfall for each month is 50% or less of 
the ten year average for that same month. 


Notwithstanding the above, the following man-made bodies of open 
water shall not be considered ponds: swimming pools or other 
impervious man-made basins; and individual gravel pits or quarries 
excavated from upland areas unless inactive for five or more 
consecutive years. 


The term "resource areas" shall include any freshwater wetlands; 


marshes; wet meadows; bogs, swamps; lakes; ponds; rivers; streams; 
creeks; banks; beaches; vernal pools; large isolated wetlands; 
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lands under water in each resource area; riverfront area; land 
subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater or surface waters; 
and Buffer Zone as defined in this bylaw. 


Add the following: 

Resource Area Values shall include but are not limited to the 
following: public or private water supply, ground water, flood 
rafeehel ga tha erosion and sedimentation control, storm damage 
prevention, water quality, water pollution control, fisheries, 
wildlife habitat, rare species habitat including rare plant 
species, agriculture, riverfront area values, and recreation values 
deemed important to the community. 


River means a natural flowing body of water of any size that 
empties to any ocean, lake or other river and which’ flows 
throughout the year. 


Riverfront Area means that area of land situated between a river’s 
mean annual high-water line and a parallel line located two hundred 
(200) feet away, measured outward horizontally from the river’s 
mean annual high-water line. 


Stream is a body of running water, and the land under the water, 
including brooks, creeks, and man-made water courses, which moves 
in a definite channel in the ground due to hydraulic gradient. A 
portion of a stream may flow through a culvert, or beneath a bridge 
or beneath the surface of the ground. A stream may be intermittent 
(i.e,, does not flow throughout the year) except for that portion 
upgradient of all resource areas. 


Swamps are areas where ground water is at or near the surface of 
the ground for a significant part of the growing season or where 
runoff water from surface drainage frequently collects above the 
soil surface, and where a significant part of the vegetational 
community is made up of, but not limited to nor necessarily include 
all of the following plants or groups of plants: alders (Alnus), 
ashes (Fraxinus), azaleas (Rhododendron canadense and R. viscosum), 


black alder (Ilex verticillata), black spruce (Picea mariana), 
buttonbush (Cephalanthus occidentalis), American or white elm 
(Ulmus americana), white Hellebore (Veratrum viride), hemlock 
(Tsuga canadensis), high-bush blueberry (Vaccinium corymbosum) , 
larch (Larix laricina), cowslip (Caltha palustris), poison sumac 
(Toxicodendron vernix), red maple (Acer rubrum), skunk cabbage 
(Symplocarpus foetidus), sphagnum mosses (Sphagnum), spice bush 


(Lindera benzoin), black gum tupelo (Nyssa sylvatica), sweet pepper 
bush (Clethra alnifolia), white cedar (Chamaecyparis thyoldes), 
willow (Salicaceae), common reed (Phragmites communis), jewelweed 
(impatiens capensis) . 


Substitute the following: 


Vernal Pool shall include a confined basin depression of any size 
which, at least in most years, holds water for a minimum of two 
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continuous months during March through August, which is free of 
naturally occurring fish populations and which contains evidence of 
breeding by obligate vernal pool species as recognized by the 
Massachusetts Natural Heritage and Endangered Species Program. 


Add the following: 
Wetland Resource Area is any resource area other than the Buffer 
zone. 


Wet Meadows are areas where ground water is at the surface for the 
significant part of the growing season and near the surface 
throughout the year and where a significant part of the 
vegetational community is composed of various grasses, sedges, and 
rushes, made up of, but not limited to nor necessarily including 
all of the following plants or groups of plants: blue flag (Iris), 
vervain (Verbena), thoroughwort (Eupatorium), dock (Rumex), false 


loosestrife (Ludwigia) , hydrophilic grasses (Gramineae) , 
loosestrife (Lythrum), marsh fern (Dryopteris thelypteris), rushes 
(Juncaceae) , sedges (Cyperaceae) , sensitive fern (Onoclea 


sensibilis), smartweed (Polygonum). 


and further, in the last paragraph, add at end of sentence: "as 
they may be amended." 


Section 9 Security 


Substitute for the entire section: 

As part of a permit issued under this bylaw, in addition to any 
security required by any other municipal or state board, agency, or 
official, the Commission may require that the performance and 
observance of the conditions imposed thereunder (including 
conditions requiring mitigation work) be secured by the following 
method: By a proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable 
securities or other undertaking of financial responsibility 
sufficient in the opinion of the Commission to be released in whole 
or in part upon issuance of a Certificate of Compliance for work 
performed pursuant to the permit. 


Section 10 Enforcement 

Substitute for the seventh paragraph: 

Seventh paragraph: As an alternative to criminal prosecution ina 
specific case, the Commission may issue citations under the non- 
criminal disposition procedure set forth in Mass. GL Chapter 40, 
Section 21D, as set forth in Article Eleven of the General Bylaws. 
Section 12 Relation to the Wetlands Protection Act 

Add to the end of paragraph: "as they may be amended" 


Section 14 Fee Schedule 
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Add as new last paragraph: 
The fee schedule shall be as defined in the Regulations. 


Section 15 Wetlands Identification 


Substitute for the entire section: 

Wetlands resource areas and their boundaries shall be identified in 
the manner designated in Mass. DEP Handbook "Delineating Bordering 
Vegetated Wetlands under Mass. Wetlands Protection Act", March 
LOSS 


Section 16 Associate Members of the Commission 


Substitute for the entire section: 

The Chairman, with the approval of a majority of the Commission, 
may appoint. individuals for the purpose of assisting the Commission 
in various projects not involving applications or requests for 
determinations as defined in this bylaw. Such individuals shall be 
referred to as Associate Members, shall be non-voting members, and 
shall serve for a term of one year and may be reappointed as deemed 
appropriate by a majority of the Commission.

Upon motion made and duly seconded, it was VOTED, by unanimous 
voice vote, to amend the Zoning Bylaw of the Town of Boxford by 
adding to Section VIII a new paragraph (15) entitled "Wireless 
Communication Facilities" and a new paragraph (16) entitled 
"Wireless Communication Services". 


thet "Wireless Communication Facility" shall mean a wireless 
communications monopole, including antennas and accessory 
structures, if any, which facilitates the provision of wireless 
communications services. 
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16. "Wireless Communications Services" shall mean the following 
types of services: cellular telephone service, personal 
communications and enhanced specialized mobile radio service. 


Add the following new Section V as follows: 
Section V-J. Wireless Communications Services District 


1. Purpose: The purpose of this section is to establish a district 
in which wireless communications services may be provided with a 
minimal harm to the public health, safety and general welfare. 
Specifically, the Wireless Communications District has been created 
to protect the general public from hazards associated with wireless 
communications facilities on residential districts with Boxford. 
This section is subject to the exemptions enumerated in paragraph 
a5. 


2. Description of Areas Included in the Wireless Communications 
Services District: 


a. The Wireless Communications Services District shall include 
all land owned by the Town of Boxford which is held in the care, 
custody, management and control of the Board of Selectmen and 
all land located in an 0O-Official or Open Space District, B-2 
General and Highway Business District and M-Manufacturing or 
Industrial District. 


b. The Wireless Communications Services District shall be 
construed as an overlay district with regard to said locations. 
All requirements of the underlying zoning district shall remain 
in full force and effect, except as may be specifically 
superseded herein. 


3. Use Restrictions: A wireless communications facility (including 
antennas and accessory structures, if any), antenna or satellite 
dish may be erected in a Wireless Communications Services District 
upon the issuance of a special permit by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals pursuant to Section X, subject to site plan review and 
approval as set forth herein at Section VI-H, subject to the 
following conditions: 


a. The only wireless communication facilities allowed are free- 
Standing monopoles, with associated antenna and/or panels. 
Lattice style towers and similar facilities requiring three or 
more legs and/or guy wires for support are not allowed. 


b. To the extent feasible, all service providers shall co- 
locate on a single facility. Wireless communications facilities 
shall be designed to accommodate the maximum number of users 
technologically practical. The intent of this requirement is 
to reduce the number of facilities which will be required to be 
located within the community. 
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c. Any proposed:.extension in the height, addition of cells, 
antennas, panels, construction of a new facility, shall be 
subject to a new application for an amendment to the special 
permit. 


d. New facilities shall be considered by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals only upon a finding by the ZBA that the existing or 
approved facilities cannot accommodate the wireless 
communications equipment planned for the proposed facility. 


e. In no event shall any facility be located closer than two 
(2) miles to any other such facility. 


£f. No facility or attached accessory antenna shall exceed one 
hundred-twenty (120).feet in height as measured from the mean 
finished ground level at the base of the facility. 


g. All facilities shall be designed to be constructed at the 
minimum height necessary to accommodate the anticipated and 
future use. 


h. A facility shall not be erected nearer to any property line 
than a distance equal to the vertical height of the facility 
(inclusive of any appurtenant devices), measured at the mean 
finished grade of the facility base. 


i. A facility shall not be erected nearer to a residential lot 
line than five hundred (500) feet. 


j- Siting shall be such that the view of the facility from 
adjacent abutters, residential neighbors and other areas of Town 
shall be as limited as possible. Al facilities shall be painted 
or otherwise colored so they will blend in with the landscape 
of the structure on which they are located. A different 
coloring scheme shall be used to blend the facility with the 
landscape below and above the tree or building line. 


k. Wireless communication facilities shall be suitably screened 
from abutters and residential neighborhoods. 


1. Fencing shall be provided to control access to wireless 
communications facilities and shall be compatible with the 
scenic character of the Town. Chain-link is not acceptable. 


m. Existing on-site vegetation shall be preserved to the 
maximum extent possible. 


n. There shall be no signs, except for announcement signs, no 
trespassing signs and a required sign giving a phone number 
where the owner can be reached on a twenty-four (24) hour basis. 
All signs shall conform with the Sign Bylaw (Section VI-E). 
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Oo. Night lighting of the facilities shall be prohibited unless 
required by the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). Lighting 
shall be limited to that needed for emergencies and/or as 
required by the FAA. 


p. There shall be a maximum of one (1) parking space for each 
facility, to be used in connection with the maintenance of the 
facility and the site, and not to be used for the permanent 
storage of vehicles. 


q. To the extent technologically feasible, all network 
interconnections from the facility shall be via land lines. 


r. Applicants proposing to erect facilities on municipally 
owned land or structures shall provide evidence of contractual 
authorization from the Town of Boxford to conduct wireless 
communications services on municipally owned property. 


s. Traffic associated with the facility and accessory 
facilities and structures shall not adversely affect abutting 
ways. 


t. Satellite dishes and/or antenna may be located on structures 
or may be free-standing. 


u. Satellite dishes and/or antenna shall be situated on a 
structure in such a manner that they are screened, preferably 
not being visible from abutting streets. Free-standing dishes 
and/or antenna shall be located on the landscape in such a 
manner so as to minimize visibility from abutting streets and 
residences and to limit the need to remove existing vegetation. 
All equipment shall be colored, molded and/or installed to lend 
into the structure and/or landscape. 


v. Antennas or dishes located on a structure shall not exceed 
ten (10) feet in height above the level of its attachment to the 
structure. 


w. Annual certification demonstrating continuing compliance 
with the standards of the Federal Communication Commission, 
Federal Aviation Administration and the American National 
Standards Institute and required maintenance shall be filed with 
the Building Inspector by the Special Permit holder. 


x. All unused facilities or parts thereof or accessory 
facilities and structures which have not been used for one (1) 
year shall be dismantled and removed at the owner’s expense. 


4. Procedure for a Special Permit 


A. All applications for wireless communications facilities, 
antennas or satellite dishes shall be made and filed on the 
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applicable application forms for site plan and special permit in 
compliance with the Boxford Zoning Board of Appeals Application 
instructions. In addition to the requirements for Site Plan review 
under Section VI-H of the Zoning Bylaw of the Town of Boxford and 
the Special Permit Requirements under Section X-D, E, F, G, H of 
the Zoning Bylaw of the Town of Boxford, five (5) copies of the 
following information must be submitted for application to be 
considered complete: 


i) A locus plan at a scale 1 in. = 200 ft. which shall show 
all property lines, the exact location of the proposed 
structure(s), street, landscape/topography features, residential 
dwellings and neighborhoods and all buildings within five 
hundred (500) feet of the facility. 


ii) A color photograph or rendition of the facility with its 
antennas and/or panels. For satellite dishes or antennas, a 
color photograph or rendition illustrating the dish or antenna 
at the proposed location is required. A rendition shall also 
be prepared illustrating a view of the monopole, dish or antenna 
from the nearest street or streets. 


2 Ns ip The following information must be prepared by a 
professional engineer: 


a. A description of the facility and the technical, economic 
and other reasons for the proposed location, height and design. 


b. Confirmation that the facility complies with all applicable 
Federal and State standards. 


c. A description of the capacity of the facility including the 
number and type of panels, antennas and/or transmitter receivers 
that it can accommodate and the basis for these calculations. 


d. If applicable, a written statement that the proposed 
facility complies with, or is exempt from applicable regulations 
administered by the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA), 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC), and the Massachusetts 
Aeronautics Commission and the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, and 


e. The applicable review and advertising fees as noted in the 
application guidelines. 


5. Exemptions 


A. The following types of wireless communications facilities are 
exempt from this Section J: 
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i) Amateur radio towers used in accordance with the terms of 
the amateur radio service license issued by the Federal 
Communications Commission, provided that (1) the tower is not 
used or licensed for any commercial purpose, and (2) the tower 
must be removed if the use is discontinued for one year. 

ii) Facilities used for the purposes set forth in M.G.L. c. 
40A, paragraph 3. 

iii) Satellite dishes and antennae for residential use. 


At this point in the Annual Town Meeting, Nancy Pearl was 
honored for her 15 years of dedication to the Board of Health.

Any person desiring to obtain a special permit from said Board for 
such purpose shall make written application therefor, and said 
Board shall hold a public hearing thereon, of which public notice 
shall be given, and render a decision. The applicant shall show to 
the satisfaction of said Board, that such use of the premises for 
which such application is made shall not constitute a nuisance e 
because of noise, vibration, smoke, gas fumes, odor, dust or other 
objectionable features, shall not be hazardous because of fire or 
explosion, shall not adversely affect the economic status of the 
district or the town, and shall not be injurious or dangerous to 
the public health and the welfare of the district or town. The 
Board may grant a permit upon condition especially designed to 
safeguard the district or town against permanent and temporary 
injury to the stabilized values in the district t after operations 
are completed, or because the methods of handling such materials at 
the site or because of transporting such material through the town. 
The Board may, after a hearing and proof of violation of such 
violation of such conditions or any of the terms of the permit 
withdraw the permit, after which the use shall be discontinued. 


B. Trailers 

Trailers and other movable structures shall not be occupied as 
dwellings; except as provided in GL Ch. 40A, Sec. 3; and except 
that for reasons of necessity or hardship, the Board of Appeals, 
after public notice and a hearing, may grant a special permit for 
temporary occupancy of such structures for dwelling purposes for 
not more that one year at a time in any part of the town. 


Upon motion made and duly seconded, it was VOTED, by majority 
voice vote, to move the question. 

Upon motion made and duly seconded Article 30 was defeated by 
hand count vote, 44 in favor and 82 opposed. 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw 


of the Town of Boxford by adding to Section IX, C, a new paragraph 
as follows: 
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"No occupancy permit. shall be issued by the Inspector of Buildings 
if the applicant or property owner is in violation of any of the 
provisions of Section VII, A., B., and C.; or take any other action 
thereon. 


The existing Zoning Bylaw language reads as follows: 
Section IX Administration 


C. Occupancy Permit 
No building erected, altered, or in any way changed as to 
construction or use, under a permit or otherwise, shall be occupied 
or used without an occupancy permit, signed by the Inspector of 
Buildings, which permit shall not be issued until the building and 
its uses, and the uses incident thereto, comply in all respects 
with this Bylaw.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JUNE 30, 1997 


Summary of significant accounting policies. 


The accompanying financial statements have been prepared in conformity 

with the accounting practices prescribed by the Uniform Municipal Accounting 
System (Uniform System) promulgated by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Department of Revenue. The significant accounting practices required by 

the Uniform System and followed by the Town of Boxford are presented below. 
Accounting requirements of the Uniform System vary in some respects from 
generally accepted accounting principles. A summary of the significant 
differences is presented in Notes following. 


Fund accounting. 


Financial transactions of the Town are recorded in the following funds 
and accounts: 


General Fund - An accounting for all transactions not properly accounted 
for in other prescribed funds and accounts. 


Special Revenue Fund - An accounting for revenues legally restricted for 
specific current operating expenditures, which include the following: 


Federal & State Grants 
Education 
Highway 
Other 

Wetlands 

Revolving Funds 


Enterprise Fund - An accounting for revenues and expenditures related to 
the roadside collection solid waste and recycling enterprise fund. 


Capital Projects Fund - An accounting for transactions related to receipts 
and disbursements of funds used for the acquisition, construction or 
improvements of major capital facilities. : 


Trust Funds - An accounting for trust funds received by the Town and 
investment funds of the Town. In most cases, restrictions have been 
placed on the use of these by the grantors. 


Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts —- An accounting for unmatured long-term 
general obligation bonds. 


Revenue recognition. 
Real estate and personal property tax revenues are recorded on a modified 
accrual basis. All other revenues for all funds are recorded as revenues 


when received in cash. Accounts receivable balances related to other 
revenues are offset by a reserve until collected.

Expenditures, encumbrances and appropriation balances. 


Expenditures are recorded on a cash basis. Special articles, principally 
capital projects and other non-recurring appropriations, voted at Town 


Meeting are reserved as expenditures from fund balances. These appropriations 


do not lapse at year-end and continue until expended or closed to unreserved 
fund balance. 


Generally accepted accounting principles. 


The significant differences between the accounting practices applied in 
preparing the accompanying financial statements (see Note 1) and generally 
accepted accounting principles (GAAP) are set forth below. It is not 
practical to quantify the effects of the differences on the accompanying 
financial statements. 


Fund accounting. 


GAAP requires the segregation and reporting of all financial transactions 
in eight types of funds and two groups of accounts. Financial transactions 
for the following types of activities are accounted for by the Town on a 
basis which differs from GAAP: 


Payments of principal and interest on long-term debt issues are presently 
recorded in the General Fund. GAAP requires that such payments be accounted 
for in Debt Service Funds. 


In addition, GAAP requires that a General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts be 
maintained to provide historical cost information for property, buildings 

and equipment. Such information is not required, but is suggested by the 

Uniform System.

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BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


During 1997, the Assessor’s Office continued to be a busy place due in major part to the hot real 
estate market. Sixty new home permits were issued with many completed during 1997, and new 
home sales were approximately 100. 


In spite of a significant increase in property values of about $33,000,000, spending voted at 
town meeting pushed the tax rate up by 70 cents/$1000 of valuation to $14.30/$1000. 


At the May 1997 town meeting the town approved a state law moving the total assessed value 
date for tax purposes from December 31 to June 30. This will first affect value totals in 1998. 


Townspeople are reminded that various state laws allow for exemptions or tax relief tor some 
situations involving veterans, low income, blindness or minors. Contact the Assessor’s Office 
for details if you believe you may qualify. 


The Assessor’s Office was shocked and saddened in June by the sudden death of the Field 
Assessor, Richard "Rick" Marechal while on assessing business. In September, George Upton 
resigned from the Board of Assessors to become the new Field Assessor.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The past twelve months has been a period of significant transition in the membership of 
the Finance Committee. Thomas Granneman and Alexander Colby, both valued 
members of the committee, had to resign due to pressing professional related reasons. J. 
Duke Brown, who had served the committee for several years including service as 
Chairman and Vice Chairman, was elected to the Board of Selectmen. Robert J. 
Eisenberg who had also served as Chairman and Vice Chairman was not reappointed. 
The four new members of the committee have shown that they are eager to learn and are 
valuable additions: Peter Bernardin, Barbara Jessel, Eve Trkla and Robert Turner. 


The Finance Committee is appointed by the Board of Selectmen and serves the Town in 
all matters related to financial matters. Our most significant responsibility is to assist in 
preparing the budgets which are voted on at Annual Town Meeting. We are also 
responsible for presenting a Finance Committee position on all warrant articles that 
involve spending or policy matters that involve financial matters. 


In 1997, the Finance Committee continued work on development of its budgetary and 
planning models and initiated efforts with the Board of Selectmen and other parties to lay 
out a clear Fiscal Policy for FY 1999. Attached to this report is a letter laying out the 
policy that was developed. 


Attached to this report are: a table showing Town of Boxford actual spending for the 
Fiscal Years 1991 through 1997 as well as the Fiscal Year 1998 Budget and a graph which 
shows the Tax Rate for the fiscal Years 1988 through 1998. When reviewing the Actual 
Spending and Budget numbers, be aware that this table shows only those values that are 
acted upon at Town meetings. The Town spends money for several other things not 
shown here, including but not limited to: warrant articles, debt service and in- 
governmental charges. 


When reviewing the Tax rate chart, be aware that prior Town actions will affect the 
Fiscal Year 1999 Tax rate but are not included in the FY °98 rate. This includes the 
following actions taken at the Special Fall Town Meeting in 1998: Masconomet 
expansion design funds and the purchase of conservation land. The FY ’99 and/or FY 
‘00 Tax rate will also be affected by previous Town action which authorized 
expenditures (without appropriation) for the landfill closure. 


Spending by the Town has increased significantly over recent years for a variety of 
reasons, including: growth in the population, salary increases over and above the inflation 
rate and productivity gains, unfunded mandates pushed down by the State of 
Massachusetts (e. g. Education Reform Act of 1993 and costs associated with special 
education mandated by MGL Chapter 766), new and expanded programs and capital 
spending. Capital spending that either has or will affect the Tax rate includes expansions 
to Cole and Spofford schools and conservation land purchases. 
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Aside from budget and capital items discussed above, several other items may or will 
affect spending and thus the Tax rate over the course of the next several years. This 


includes: 


Appropriation for landfill closure 

New or expanded police station 

New Town Hall 

Additional conservation land purchases 

Third school 

Actual Masco expansion 

Reapportionment of cost responsibility by the Tri-Town School Union 
New library

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BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF TRUST FUNDS 


The purpose of the Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds ("BCTE") is to oversee the trust 
funds given or requested to the Town which are not specifically under the direction and control 
of other town officials or trustees. The Boxford BCTF came into existence in 1992 with the 
Commissioners elected at the Town Election. Prior to 1992 oversight of general trust funds was 
vested with the Board of Selectmen. 


The most important 1997 effort by the BCTF was the review and determination of funding 
award scholarship requests submitted to the Perley-Parkhurst-Cole ("PPC") Trust Fund. 
Disbursements for 1997 from the PPC fund are shown in detail elsewhere in this report. 


The Board authorized expenditures from the Town Insurance Fund for work on the underground 
fuel storage tank at the DPW and repair of a police cruiser. The Board authorized expenditures 
from the Post War Re-hab Fund and the Town Insurance Fund for replacement of the roof on 
the Boxford Community Center. The expenditures from the Post War Re-hab Fund depleted the 
balance in that fund and the BCTF voted to close out this fund. Additionally, disbursements 
were made from the Boxford Visiting Nurse Fund. 


The BCTF wishes to recognize Charles D. Laderoute for past service as Board Commissioner. 


Citizens of Boxford who wish to make a request for consideration of use of funds controlled by 
this Board should contact one of the members. The members would be pleased to answer any 
questions that a citizen may have regarding our activities and responsibilities or regarding what 
we oversee.

GUIDELINES FOR PERLEY-PARKHURST-COLE TRUST FUND 


GENERAL GUIDELINES: 


Up This fund was established by the Will of Marguerite Bond to aid the children of Boxford 
and Hamilton for the following purposes: 


-To provide loans and scholarships for the purpose of assisting worthy and needy young 
persons residing in the said Town of Boxford who have completed their high or secondary school 
education to attend the college, junior college, post graduate school, vocational training school or 
other school of advanced training of their choice. 


-To encourage and assist any program undertaken by any organization, public or private, in 
the Town of Boxford, for the benefit or general welfare of all children and young persons residing 
in the Town of Boxford. 


-To provide financial or other assistance to or for the benefit of individual needy and worthy 
children, and young adults residing in the Town of Boxford, for such special purposes as the 
Commissioners of Trust Funds may, from time to time deem necessary and proper to promote the 
health, education, or general welfare of such individual children or young adults. 


-To assist and encourage private or public organizations in the Towns of Boxford and 
Hamilton which sponsor, encourage, and assist in the formation, operation and maintenance of Boy 
Scout or Girl Scout Troops in these towns. Such awards for support may be made from time to 
time as the Commissioner of Trust Funds of the Town of Boxford deem necessary. 


2. Any organizations requesting funds must specify that the funds will benefit ONLY children 
from Boxford, or Scout Troops from BOXFORD OR HAMILTON. Funds may not be spent on 
adults at any time. 


3. Applications to the PPCMTF should be in the form of a letter to the Commissioner of Trust 
Funds. Requests for funds will be accepted through February 1 of the award year. The 
Commissioners of Trust Funds will conduct interviews of all applicants from February 1 through 
March 31, and will notify all applicants of their award status in late March and April. 


Requests received after February 1 will not be accepted, but will be considered for the next award 
period, providing the request is not withdrawn before the following year, February 1. 


4. Any request which, in the opinion of the Trustees or the Board of Selectmen, does not fall 
within the scope or intent of the Will, will be rejected and returned.

GUIDELINES FOR INDIVIDUALS 


1. The sum of $5,000 will be donated each year to the Masconomet Scholarship Fund to be 
distributed to Boxford Students according to the following formula: 


-$1,000.00 scholarships distributed to (5) students 


Scholarships to be paid to the student's post-secondary school in one (1) installment - at the 
beginning of the first year. 


Any student who does not continue in his/her post-secondary education shall retain rights to his/her 
scholarship one year. At the end of that year, the scholarship reverses back to the Boxford Trust 
Fund Commission - to the Perley Parkhurst Cole Memorial Trust Fund. 


Masconomet scholarships are to be distributed based on need and academic performance.

2. A small sum of money will be reserved by the Commissioners of Trust Funds each year to be 
distributed to Boxford students graduating from private schools, and Boxford High School 
graduates entering or currently enrolled in the college, junior college, post graduate school or other 
school of advanced training and learning of their choice. The grants will be in the form of 
scholarships. 


All individual students applying to the Commissioner of Trust Funds for a scholarship, should 
submit the following information: 


-High School Transcript (if you are in your first or second year of college). 

-Current College Transcripts (all years) 

-Breakdown of your costs for the school year 

-Breakdown of your income toward college costs 

-List of activities, which you have been involved with, within the Town of Boxford or 
at your school. 
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The Perley Parkhurst Cole Memorial Trust Fund is to be distributed based on need, academic 
performance and community service to the Town of Boxford. 


GUIDELINES OF ORGANIZATIONS AND SCOUT TROOPS 
1. Scout Troops are requested to provide the following information: 


-Leader’s name, address and telephone number 

-Number of Scouts in troop 

-Number of non-Boxtord resident scouts 

-Specific request for funds: include amount requested, detail of equipment, activity, 
reason, etc. 

-Date by which funds are needed. 


2. Scout Troops are requested to apply individually. 


3. All organizations and Scout Troops must, before December 1 of the award year, submit an 
accounting of how the funds were used. A report of all purchases made should be included at this 
time. 


4. Although the Commissioner of Trust Funds would prefer awards for capital or lasting 
equipment, they also recognize the need for educational trips which are required for badges and 
advancement. The Commissioners will take these concerns into consideration in their review of 
pertinent applications.

We consider 1997 to have been a much more successful year for us. The primary reason is that, 
unlike in previous years, no Capital Expense escaped our attention: the communication among 
the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee and our Board was vastly improved and we 
think that is good for the Town. The second reason is that, thanks to the cooperation of the 
Selectmen’s office, our recommendations to the Annual Town Meeting were printed on the 
Warrant, just as are the Fincom’s, so voters have all fiscal recommendations in front of them. 
We believe that we are providing some value to the Town, as most of our recommendations 
were followed. A third reason is that we were the first Committee in town to point out the fiscal 
impracticalities inherent in the "Boxford-only" proposal which was soundly defeated at the 
October Town Meeting. 


At this writing, it is too early to report any Capital Budgeting requests for FY 1999-2003. 
These, and our recommendations thereon, will be attached to the Warrant in May.

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COMMUNICATIONS DEPARMENT 


Frequently in this community as with many cities and towns when 
we speak of pA NN services, we speak of the Police Officer, 
Fire Fighter, EMT, or Paramedic who arrived at our home during 
our time of need. In Boxford, we speak often of a "Three tier 
response" to emergencies. Those three tiers being the Police, 
Fire, and Ambulance crews that respond to your calls. What is 
oft missing? The "forth tier" or pexcaps as some like to say, 
the "first person on the scene", the Dispatcher. 


Now in our 27th year of service to the Town of Boxford, the 
Communications PeRoeetene is facing a great reality check. For 
we wonder how much longer we can work effectively in the space 
in which we are working, while at the same time meeting the 
demands of a growing population, an influx of new equipment, and 
the need to increase our staffing in_a room that is no longer 
the best place to function efficiently in emergency situations. 


Our room was designed in 1974 to be a "one person at a time" 
center of operations for business and pe cney sna gee gine 
Population growth and increases in activity often require hat 
we work two dispatchers at a time to handle the high number of 
calls for services. In severe situations we are working three 
dispatchers at a time in a room with only 5’ by 5’ of usable 
floor space. 


The Communications Department provides to others. This year for 
the Fire a Shar Ohta Ve we placed an additional base radio at the 
West Fire Station to improve the transmitting and receiving 
capabilities for that area. This implementation has thus far 
proved successful as we embark on a year long study of it’s 
Success during our seasonal changes. We purchased several new 
minitor pagers for newly recruited fire fighters. We have 
replaced scanners for use in the aed department vehicles, as 
well as pov un en each full-time officer with a lapel micraphone 
for his/her portable radio to create greater ease of use in 
certain situations. We replaced and improved the radio system 
at the Highway Garage for the Department of Public Works. 


For ourselves, it is impossible to consider new advantages in 
penn Led oe Dispatching Centers when we are without available 
space. If is nearly impossible for me to move forward in m 

plans to improve the s can of this department to better serve 
our community. I shall move forward however. We shall as we 
have for 27 years continue to serve the needs of the residents 
of the Town of Boxford as best we can under the very worst of 
working conditions.

ih RW be the departmental activity continued to increase as the 
community continues to grow, and as this growth occurs, the quality of 
services provided by your police department cannot be compromised. The 
number of full-time officers on a force is directly proportional to the 
size of the community’s population. As Boxford increases in population 
to nearly 8,000 residents as of this report, the number of men and 
women serving on the police force necessary to provide needed services 
should increase proportionately. 


The United States Justice Department is administering a program named 
COPS FAST. This program created specifically for communities with 
smaller populations, is part of the 1994 Crime Bill, and provides 
financial aid to hire new officers. The department applied for this 
grant in 1994 and was awarded a total grant sum of $ 150,000. These 
funds provide three years of federal assistance to hire full-time 
police officers. 

The Justice Department awarded a second COPS FAST Universal Hiring 
grant to Boxford, totaling $ 75,000, over a three year period. As 
police chief, I encourage the Town to take advantage of this 
opportunity since it will not be offered again. 


During 1997, the department was successful in many state grant 
applications and implemented Community Policing to help in the area of 
community awareness of police and crime issues forming a partnership 
with community, schools and police. The purchase of defibrillation 
equipment was accomplished through these monies. This equipment now 
allows the police officers to provide a vital emergency procedure. 


The Drug Abuse Resistance Education Program (D.A.R.E.) graduated more 
sixth grade students at the Spofford Pond School, last spring. This 
important program continues to provide a positive example of police 
working with the community towards a common goal, a drug free society. 


The D.A.R.E. program received a Massachusetts Department of Public 
Safety D.A.R.E. grant in 1997, helping to continue and expand our 
efforts. D.A.R.E. 


The Youth Resource Officer position, held by Officer James Riter, is 
constantly expanding, as incidents involving juveniles are increasing 
in the community. Officer Riter is now a state certified juvenile 
officer able to handle all issues in this area. 


As Chief of Police, I extend my appreciation to the residents of 


Boxford, The Board of Selectmen and all other town boards, committees 
and departments for their support and cooperation.

New firefighters appointed to the department during 1997 include Brian 
Edmunds, Joe Forgitano, Tom McNulty, Josh Nutter, Seth Stickney, Stephen Stickney, 
and Jim Thorpe. 

East Station Report — Captain Kerry Stickney The crew at the East Station 
continued work outfitting our new Engine 2. Engine 2 is now completely equipped, in 
service, and winning awards! Engine 2 took home a first place trophy for “Best 


Appearance” at the 1997 Topsfield Fair fire apparatus competition! Engine 5, our large- 
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diameter hose truck, was upgraded with a 1,000 GPM pump. A neighboring town 
donated the used pump to the Boxford Fire Department. The old 750 GPM pump was 
damaged while working at a fire scene. With the addition of the new pump, Engine S is 
now able to deliver substantially more water for firefighting purposes. 

West Station — Captain Al Beardsley The West Fire Station is always busy with 
activities and 1997 was no different. In May the West Station again hosted the 5™ 
Annual Open House. Activities included auto extrication, smoke drills, and a big hit — 
photo buttons! This year our yearly event attracted close to 200 people. Look for this 
event again in early May 1998. It’s a great experience for the family and a great way to 
meet the firefighters. We thank the many people who helped make this event so 
noteworthy. 

A major addition to the West Station was the introduction of the Hurst Rescue 
System (Jaws of Life) in August. Previously, if there was a need for extrication tools to 
gain access to motor vehicle accident victims, we had to wait precious minutes for a tool 
to arrive from the east end of town. The “Jaws” is carried on Engine 7, which responds 
to all medical aid calls and motor vehicle accidents. 

Training Department training was another busy item on the agenda of activities for 
1997. We started off the year taking advantage of the cold and inclement weather on 
Monday evenings to do more preplanning activities. Preplanning allows the fire 
department to anticipate emergency problems before they occur, allowing us to plan 
ahead so we will have maximum resources available. In addition to preplanning, the 
Boxford Fire Department took advantage of a service provided by the Massachusetts Fire 


Academy called “The Impact Series.” This is a series of programs available to 
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Massachusetts fire departments, whereby a state certified instructor comes out to the fire 
stations and delivers various subjects. This year we had classes delivered on natural gas 
emergencies, elevator codes and wild fires. The fire department adheres to a strict 
training policy and classes are delivered every Monday at 7PM on subjects ranging from 
handling brush fires to fighting structure fires. All subject matter is geared toward 
Boxford’s unique needs and that of our surrounding towns, with emphasis on firefighter 
safety. 

EMS Training The Boxford Fire Department responded to 209 EMS calls in 1997. A 
number of calls were life threatening and members of the fire and police departments 
were recognized for their lifesaving efforts. We currently have 21 EMT’s on the 
department, including Wendy Madden, Shawn Stickney, and Scott Foster, who were 
certified EMT’s in 1997. All EMT’s must complete 24 hours of training annually, in 
addition to the Fire Department’s training. Several of our EMT’s are employed with area 
ambulance and paramedic units, as well. The Police Department obtained a semi- 
automatic defibrillator in 1997 and its officers were added to the Fire Department’s State 
License for performing cardiac defibrillation. 

Self-Contained Breathing Apparatus (SCBA) The purchase of 21 new SCBA’s was 
voted and approved at the annual Town Meeting in May. SCBA’s are worn by 
firefighters working at motor vehicle fires, structure fires, or any scene where air quality 
is threatened. The new SCBA units are also equipped with Personal Alert Safety System 
(PASS) alarms. If a firefighter becomes motionless, unconscious, or, otherwise trapped 
in a fire, the PASS unit will automatically sound a 100-decibel alarm, indicating the 


firefighter is in trouble, alerting other firefighters to begin rescue efforts. 
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Explorer Post 911 The Boxford Fire Department continues to support and sponsor 
Post 911, Fire/Rescue Explorers, under the direction of Firefighter Michael Powers. The 
objective is to provide teenagers between the ages of 15 and 18 with an opportunity to 
learn to work as a team and develop leadership skills. The goal is to prepare participants 
to become permanent members of the Boxford Fire Department. If you would like more

Smoke Detectors Save Lives Again and again, evidence has shown that the proper 
placement of smoke detectors is proving their value for quick notification and response in 
tire and life safety in the community. If your home does not have smoke detectors, or 
you have any questions regarding their proper placement or operation, you may call Chief 
Perkins at 887-5725. I would be pleased to answer any questions you might have, 
including placement of carbon monoxide detectors. 

Much time and effort has been put into our Fire Prevention Program for Children 
this year, and many children’s groups visited the fire stations for safety demonstrations 


and fire prevention tips. 


Our program has been geared toward students in kindergarten through 7th grade 
and we’ve expended considerable time and effort teaching them about the town’s E-911 
emergency call system and its proper usage. Many of the firefighters and officers have 
participated in this endeavor and we hope to be able to continue the program in the years 
to come.

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ANIMAL CONTROL 


Rabies once again tops the areas of concern for reasons of public safety 
and animal health issues. The “rebound” effect in animal populations, 
especially raccoons, which was anticipated after the heavy decimation of 
species over the past two to three years, has become evident and numbers 
of positive specimens are double to date in comparison with 1996 for the same 
time period. 


Total numbers of animals testing positive for rabies involving the raccoon 
strain (the most prevalent), for the period September, 1992 through October 
31, 1997 in the state of Massachusetts, total 2,145. This breaks down to 
1,612 raccoons, 392 skunks, 38 woodchucks, 57 cats, | dog, 26 foxes, 9 
cattle, 3 coyotes, | pig, 3 horses, | otter and | shrew. Note: As most horse 
and livestock owners now know, rabies is a factor to be reckoned with in 
their pastured or turned out animals and rabies preventative shots should now 
be a routine part of the spring tune-up visit from your veterinary practitioner. 


Locally, we experienced a “hot spot” of rabid raccoons in early 1997 in the 
Oak Ridge Road area in the West end of town. Several were shot and tested 
for reasons of proximity, dog involvement and one human interaction, all 
coming back positive indicating a cell of rabid activity in that area. A couple 
of specimens also tested positive in the East end of town ... this disease, once 
introduced into an area is considered to be a permanent factor... six miles of 
difference between ends of the town 1s no barrier to transmission, especially 
as our coyote population grows. Although we have not as yet experienced 
our first rabid coyote, we all know from the many sightings that they are 
everywhere, and due to their high mobility they could very well become our 
most likely mode of rabies transmission throughout the area. Statistically, 
rabid skunks have made multiple appearances in neighboring towns although 
we have not had experience with them recently in our wildlife population. It 
should be remembered that bats are also a factor and any incidents involving 
them should be reported for evaluation as to necessity for testing. 


In other matters, a growing concem 1s the number of misbehaving dogs. A 
recent “record” of three dogs were placed under restraining orders this year. 
with several others placed under stringent warnings that action would be 
forthcoming if better restraint and/or behavior modification practices were not 
implemented by owners. There seems to be a view, however erroneous, that 


because Boxford does not currently have a leash law that dogs should be 
allowed to run free day and night. The dead ones killed on the roadways 
bear sad testimony to the fallacy of this misguided approach to owner 
management. The number of complaints from joggers, bicyclists and walkers 
grows each year as dogs race out from driveways and lawns to intimidate and 
sometimes make contact with passers-by. My personal chagrin stems from 
the fact that loose dogs also are potentially rabies transmitters... how does 
any owner know what activity “Rover” has been involved with all those 
hours and miles traveled while out of sight? Many dogs bring home 
“trophies” of their skill or simply pick up and mouth dead carcasses of 
animals which may have expired from any number of means....they then 
return home to joyously jump up and lick owners and especially children, 
possibly covered with deadly virus not to mention fetid material from rotting 
creatures they may have come across in the woods in their travels. This 
reason alone would make me want to know where my animals are at all 
times! Owners walking their dogs in the Bald Hill or Wildcat areas should 
be aware that out-of-towners are utilizing these areas and two biting incidents 
have been reported after the fact ... these encounters are especially dangerous 
because no one has taken down any reliable information from the visiting 
owners to check for vaccinations, owners’ names, etc. so that we may follow 
up health status of these foreign dogs. Also, these are prime cases where 
such animals, off-lead, are dashing to and fro on forays throughout the woods 
and then returning to make contact with their owners and others, bearing who 
knows what matter of possible contamination! 


Owner responsibility also includes licensing. There have been numerous 
dogs discovered throughout the year not licensed and/or with their rabies 
shots expired. Local veterinarians do an excellent job of sending out 
reminders of upcoming rabies expirations. Take a minute and mark your 
calendars when these arrive and have your pets’ immunizations renewed on 
schedule. You probably would not think of ignoring a child’s vaccination 
regimen; do the same for all your pets, cats, dogs, ferrets, livestock, etc. 
Additionally, if your dog should be involved in either a biting incident or a 
rabid encounter, you may have no legal standing if the dog is unlicensed and 
out of date. Cats and/or ferrets fall under the same rabies regulations even 
though not licensed. Your insurance carrier may opt not to cover you for any 
physical and/or liability damages resulting from such situations. This problem 
is entirely preventable by observing licensing and vaccination regulations. 
Also important to remember, it is a state law that you attach those license 
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tags to your dogs .... It is also the fastest and surest way to help us return 
your misplaced pet to you as we simply look up your Tag Number in our 
computer print-out and are able to contact you quickly. 


Appreciation is extended to the Boxford Police/Communications Departments 
for their indispensable assistance. Thanks to the DPW crew for their 
assistance with problematical cases. Special thanks to Weloset Kennels for 
their ongoing assistance as our shelter/placement provider. Our gratitude 
for getting out helpful bulletins of public interest to The Village Reporter and 
the Tn-Town Transcript.

Library Director: Adele McConaghy 


The primary function of the Board of Library Trustees is to provide the highest quality 
library service possible in order to meet the growing needs of the community. This is a 
constant challenge, but one that has successfully been met in 1997 under the leadership of 
the Director, Adele McConaghy, and with the cooperation of a dedicated staff. Additional 
services have produced an increase in circulation and a greater number of patrons who 
look to the library as a place of education, information, and community fellowship. 
Because the library is a reflection of the community, this kind of growth is both vital and 
rewarding. 

The following is an overview of the accomplishments and activities at the Libraries 
during 1997: 


Buildings and Grounds 
We have a new brick walkway at the Boxford Village Library that extends to the 


crosswalk on Elm Street. Christin Kaiser, Library Trustee, accomplished this with the help 
of Police Chief Gordon A. Russell and Safety Officer Thomas Nentwig. This crosswalk is 
a tremendous improvement. In addition, two No Parking signs were placed at the Elm 
Street entrance to the parking lot in an effort to eliminate accidents as the traffic flow 
increases. Both libraries were painted in 1997, and new shutters were installed at the 
Boxford Village Library under the direction of Bud Littlefield. The grounds at both 
libraries continue to reflect warmth and charm due to the dedication of the Boxford Garden 
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Village Club. We appreciate the talent and creativity of the Garden Club whose members 
bring ever more imaginative arrangements and seasonal trimmings to the libraries. They 
make the library a very attractive place to visit. 


Children's Activities 

All of the many activities planned for the children of Boxford during 1997 were 
enthusiastically received. Josh Kennedy, a professional Children's Librarian with an M.L.S. 
from Simmons College, joined the staff in August. Mr. Kennedy has continued the 
expanded weekly Storytime schedule of three times a week, and these popular weekly 
events for children ages 3 to 5 now include singing and musical performance. In addition, a 
"Tiny Tots" program for children under 3 is offered twice a month. 

Over 1,000 books were read during the annual summer reading program 
"Celebrations". The Friends of the Library sponsored many special summer activities that 
included a Storytime train ride to Rockport and a Beanie Baby picnic, as well as 
performances by entertainers Jeff Danger, David Polansky and storyteller Tony Toledo. 
Autumn library visitors included children's nonsense poet X.J. Kennedy and holiday 
storyteller Larky Hodges. Two Boxford students took first and second place at the 7th 
annual Boxford-Topsfield Spelling Bee. Congratulations to Jacob Caggiano who won the 
first place prize of $100 savings bond, and Matthew Isison who won the second place prize 
of a $50 savings bond.. 

For older children, Mr. Kennedy introduced an afterschool cartooning class in the fall. 
With young adults in mind, he has began a CD music collection and a cartoon book 
collection. The Cub Scouts Den Number 1, Pack 57 together with fathers and Cub Scout 
leaders Susan Brostowin and Kim Pusey, participated in a sleepover at the West Boxford 
Library on January 31. Kimberlee Baker, former Children's Librarian and Adele 
McConaghy, Director, led many activities with the scouts including astronomy, on-line 
searching, computer training, storyhour, and videos. A fun time was had by all. This 
sleepover received publicity in the state publication which is a professional journal. All of 
the children's collections at the library have continued to grow to meet the rising needs of 
an expanding community. From stories and crafts to guest performers and festive holiday 
events, the activities of the Children's Department are entertaining, educational and help to 
introduce children to the joys of reading, listening and learning. 


Adult Activities 

The Boxford Libraries presented many outstanding and successful adult programs in 
1997. The Friends of the Libraries and the American Association of University Women 
sponsored a Book and Author Luncheon held at Four Mile Village. Library Director Adele 
McConaghy, Kathy Brown and Kimberlee Baker presented book reviews to the Ladies 
Benevolent Society. Dr. Hart Archenbach, a Boxford resident and retired surgeon, shared 
his insights into the customs and cultures he has encountered during his many travels 
throughout the world. The Boxford Garden Village Club hosted a lecture at the West 
Boxford Library on vernal pools. And the popular bi-monthly art exhibits at the Boxford 
Village Library have presented to the community excellent artwork by local artists working 
in many different mediums. A special thanks goes to Kathy Kinney for coordinating these 
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exhibits along with some wonderful receptions at which the artists have had the 
opportunity to meet with the public. 


Information Technology 

Our Technology Plan is in place and functioning smoothly. We offer Internet, CD- 
ROMS, word processors and many on-line databases to meet the needs of the community. 
We have received more technical equipment thanks to Boxford resident David Kanto. 
Also, thank you to David Leslie for all his help and support in putting this network 
together. Two computers in the Young Adult and Children's section feature popular, 
educational and entertaining CD-ROM's such as Arthur and Magic School Bus. Many 
parents use this section frequently 


Reference and research services continue to escalate. The libraries have remained 
current in the ever-expanding field of information technology with up-grades and new 
purchases. 


Grants 

Director Adele McConaghy applied for and received grants for new technology, 
workstations and laser printers. Grant money also paid for children's storyteller Tony 
Toledo's performance during the celebration of the end of summer program. 


Friends 

This was an especially active year for the Friends of the Boxford Town Libraries due 
to the leadership of President Susan Koniares. They are an asset to the libraries and have 
been generous with their sponsorship of many successful events, including entertainers and 
speakers, at both adult and children's programs. Highlights included the Easter Egg Hunt, 
the Fourth of July Float, the Halloween Party, and the annual Holiday Party in December. 
Their successful fund-raisers are a credit to their hard work and dedication to the libraries. 
Their annual Bridge Luncheon is a traditional program and enjoyed by many. 

The Friends celebrated their 25th Anniversary at an open house on May 18 chaired 
by Kathleen Ulman, Vice Chairperson and the Board of Trustees in conjunction with the 
Friends. A video produced by Nancy Kilar chronicled the history of the Friends. This video 
is available to borrow at the library. 


Public Trustees 

Public Trustees of the Boxford Public Library and the Perley Scholarship funds, Helen 
Killam, President, awarded 16 scholarships to Boxford students planning to attend a two or 
four year college or university, a vocational or technical school, or a trade school. The 
names of the scholarship award recipients are listed on a plaque located at the Boxford 
Village Library. Our Thanks go to the Public Trustees who have been most generous in 
supplying needed reference materials and software. In Memorial to Charles Springer, the 
Public Trustees have made our young adult area comfortable and attractive for students 
with the addition of two new desks which give them plenty of room to work. 
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Benefactors and Volunteers 

The Boxford Town Libraries appreciate the support of all the Town Boards, 
Committees and Agencies . Thank you to the Boxford Trails Association for their donation 
of books to the library. The books were presented to Director Adele McConaghy by 
outgoing president Nancy Merrill and new President Judy Gore. Thanks to Marilyn May 
who continues to arrange glass case exhibits at both libraries. These exhibits are a great 
attraction. Passes for the Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum were paid for by the Boxford 
branch of The Family Bank. Many thanks go to our volunteers who help out year after 
year. These volunteers assist us immensely in providing additional services to the 
community. Special thanks are extended to: Ruth Ackerman, Phyllis Raimo, Matt 
Rossman, Warren Sage, Kate Whitney, Jack Tuttle, Phyllis & George Fischer, Jean Larson, 
John Belyea and Rachel Lynge. 

The Libraries are a reflection of Boxford's hopes, growth, and vitality. As the town

School Committee Operation 


The Boxford School Committee meets once per month with a formal agenda (3rd Thursday) and 
at least once per month for a working session. throughout the year. Typically meetings are held 
at Cole School. All meetings are posted at Town Hall and are open to the public as described in 
the State Open Meeting Law. Media One generally tapes or broadcasts the regular monthly 
meeting. 


The School Committee has all the powers conferred on it by state law and must perform those 
duties mandated by the state. Its responsibilities are varied but relate primarily to policy 
determination. Some of the duties of the School Committee include: 


*Preparation of an annual budget *Program evaluations 
* Approval of curriculum and materials *Planning school services 
*Collective bargaining *Public relations 


While the School Committee acts directly as the policy making body relative to general 
educational policy, it does not operate in a vacuum. The School Committee actively seeks the 
counsel and support of the administration, staff, School Councils, PTO, parents and the 
community. This input is generated through written and verbal communication within the school 
community, biannual Open Forums on pertinent topics ( e.g. curriculum revision) and working 
closely with other Town Boards and committees. Individuals and groups wishing to address the 
School Committee at a meeting may do so on the agenda under "Remarks from the Public" or 
contact the chairperson by telephone or in writing. 
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Milestones 


In May of 1997, Sharon Benson and Ellen Guerin completed their term of office choosing not to 
seek re-election. Mrs. Benson served six years on the School Committee including one year as 
Chairperson. During her years of service she took a leadership role in advancing the 
implementation of technology into the curriculum. Mrs. Guerin served three years on the School 
Committee including one year as Chairperson. She continues to serve the town as a member of 
the School Building Committee. Their contributions were noted with the presentation of several 
citations and gifts. 


Three teachers retired in June. Mrs. Leslie Hamilton retired after twenty-eight years of service to 
the school district as a third and fourth grade teacher at the Spofford Pond School. Mrs. Jackie 
Murphy contributed more than fifteen years of service to the school district as a library 
coordinator, third and fourth grade teacher at the Spofford Pond School. Mrs. Cynthia Hunt had 
completed sixteen years of service as a primary grade and Kindergarten teacher at the Spofford 
Pond and Cole Schools. 


There were also two significant leadership changes in the Tri-Town School Union Central Office 
during the year. Director of Facilities Craig Robinson accepted a new position with the Burlington 
Public Schools in February. Mr. Donald Bremberg of Melrose served as the Interim Director of 
Facilities from February to May. In July, Mr. Kevin McGann of Topsfield was appointed to the 
position of Director of Facilities and Operations. 


In June of 1997,.Ms. Vickie Charlton accepted the position of Director of Special Education in 
the Westboro Public Schools. Ms. Charlton had served seven years as the Tri-Town 
Administrator of Special Education. Dr. Cheri Webb of North Andover was appointed to the 
position of Administrator of Special Education in July after an extensive search process conducted 
by a committee made up of school committee members, teachers, administrators, parents and the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Strategic Planning/District Goals 

In January of 1994, as part of their strategic planning process, the Boxford School District drafted 
a Mission Statement and a set of Core Values to serve as the foundation for future goal setting 
and decision making. These were refined through an open process involving parents, staff, and 
the entire school community. The adopted statements are as follows: 


MISSION STATEMENT 


The Mission of the Boxford Elementary Schools is to provide the foundation for academic 
excellence, and the social and emotional support for children to meet the challenges of citizenship 
expected of lifelong learners in an increasingly technological and interdependent world. 
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CORE VALUES 
The Core Values of the Boxford School District include the beliefs that: 
Respect for oneself, and other children and adults, promotes belonging and is essential to learning. 


The strongest possible instructional program for children and adults is based upon quality 
research, world class standards, and high expectations. 


All children can and will learn when provided equal access to educational opportunities 
appropriate to their needs. 


Lifelong learning is achieved in partnership with the home, school, and community. 


Our schools are a shared resource for the entire community. 


In 1994, the School Committee expressed its support and commitment for a strategic planning 
process to achieve long term District Goals through the focused allocation of effort and resources. 
A District Strategic Plan has been developed and implemented for the period 1994 - 1997 which 
defines targeted activities and measurable outcomes in support of the District Goals. 


The District Goals for 1994-1997, developed with school-based and district input, were as 
follows: 


1. Curriculum 


To insure consistency and continuity in the delivery of the most current and research-based 
curriculum by providing: 
-adequate, appropriate texts and materials 
-effective, high impact professional development 
-appropriate student progress and program assessment tools

The major function of the Committee continues to be provision of the highest quality educational 
program within available funding resources. The grade level organizational structure locates a 
Pre-School and Kindergarten through Grade Two at the Harry Lee Cole Elementary School and 
Grade Three through Grade Six at the Spofford Pond Elementary School. Ongoing curriculum 
renewal is provided through a strategic planning effort which addresses a major curriculum area 
on a seven year cycle for each subject. The current school year, 1997-1998, is the second year of 
implementation of a revised language arts curriculum. Materials for this implementation are being 
acquired over a two year period. It is also the third year of the implementation of a five year 
Educational Technology Plan. New curriculum revision initiatives underway during this school 
year include Science, Music, Art and Physical Education. 


The Boxford School Committee continues to support effective utilization of the school plants for 
educational, cultural, and community-based activities. The Horizons Program co-sponsored by 
the School Committee and the Tri-Town Council on Youth and Family Services continues to 
offer enrichment courses during fall, winter and spring terms. An extended day care program, for 
school-aged children, sponsored by the Merrimack Valley YMCA, is available to Boxford 
families. Utilizing the Cole School facility, more than fifty children are supervised in this important 
program either before or after school between the hours of 7:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. each school 
day. Boy Scouts, Cub Scouts, Brownies, recreational basketball for children and adults, and 
indoor soccer are only some of the regular weekly activities in our schools. Many town boards 
and committees also meet regularly in the school facilities. 


School Management 


Principals are responsible for the daily operation of each school. This’ includes curriculum, 
instruction, personnel matters, student issues and the physical plant. 
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School Councils are in place in each school. Members include the principal, parents (elected), 
teachers (elected), and a community member (appointed by the principal). The role of the School 
Council is to advise the principal on areas of school improvement. Meetings are generally held on 
the second Monday of each month and are open to the public. 


The Superintendent is appointed by the Tri-Town School Union Committee (Superintendency 
Union 58). The School Union Committee jointly employs the Superintendent (PK-6), Assistant 
Superintendent, Administrator of Special Education, Assistant Administrator of Special Education 
(part-time), and Director of Facilities and Operations as well as the secretarial and bookkeeping 
staff of the Central Office. The Superintendent acts as the Chief Executive Officer of the School 
Committee in the operation of the schools.

* A Pre-school program was established at Cole School in September, 1997. Fifty-six students are 
enrolled in this program. These students are not included in the 995 official October 1, 1997 
enrollment total.

The above figures indicate an increase in enrollment in the Boxford Elementary Schools of 373 
students over a ten year period. This represents a 60% increase in the student population over 
this time period. A Space Study Committee which was established in 1994 to analyze space needs 
created by the expanding enrollment identified the need for 18 new classrooms to meet the 
expected enrollment through the year 2005. The School Building Committee was charged with 
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the overall design and presentation of the project to the Town. A Special Town Meeting in 
February, 1996 and subsequent Proposition 2 1/2 override ballot question approved the 
expenditure of $4,790,406 to expand, furnish and equip nine additional classrooms at each of the 
two schools. The new space was ready and opened in time for the beginning of the 1997 school 
year. (See separate School Building Committee Report) 


Fiscal 


The budget development process is an extensive and involved task during which the Committee 
must make difficult decisions to bring into balance both the financial concerns of the community 
and elements of high quality, appropriate educational services. Increasing costs associated with 
increased enrollment, supplies and materials, school transportation, special education, building 
maintenance, and modest salary increases, must be addressed with consideration of uncertain 
fiscal support from the state.

Policy Development 


The Committee continues to spend considerable time on a systematic review and updating of its 
existing policy manual. A number of new policies and/or amendments to existing policies have 
been approved to assist in the operation and management of the school system. New policy areas 
addressed in 1997 include: Reporting Suspected Abuse and/or Neglect of Children, Procedures 
for Reconsideration of Curriculum Materials, Instrumental Music, Parental Notification Relative 
to Sex Education, Principal, and Student Information/Class Lists. The 1000 Series dealing with 
Community Relations was reviewed and/or amended. Policies in this series include: School- 
Community Relations Goals, Statement of Intent for School/Parent Relations, Relations With 
Parents, Community Use of Buildings, Use of School Property, School Committee Responsibility, 
Administrative Responsibility, Copies of Records, Complaints Concerning School Personnel, and 
Public Participation at School Committee Meetings 
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PreK-12 Feasibility Study Committee 


In June the School Committee established a volunteer PK-12 Municipal School District Feasibility 
Study Committee. This committee was charged with determining if a Boxford PK-12 municipal 
school district was feasible. In short, could Boxford leave the Masconomet Regional School 
District and build and run its own middle school/ high school? Furthermore, could Boxford leave 
the Tri-Town School Union and have a unified PK-12 school system? In August, the Feasibility 
Study Committee reported to the School Committee its' conclusion that a Boxford PK-12 
municipal school district was feasible. The School Committee sponsored an article at the October, 
1997 Special Town Meeting to seek funding for a professional study of the feasibility of a PK-12 
municipal school district. The article was defeated at the Town Meeting. 


Grants 


In July 1997, a proposal was submitted to the State Department of Education under a special 
FY98 Foundation Reserve Program to seek funding to offset the impact of high enrollment 
growth on the Town’s operating budget. In its proposal the School Committee took the position 
the Town had been very supportive of the FY98 school budget to the point that it was difficult for 
the Town to fund other budget needs. In October, the School Committee received notification 
from the DOE that the Town would receive a $49,000 grant for general municipal relief under the 
Foundation Reserve Program. It is worth noting that Boxford is one of a very few communities 
to receive funding for general municipal relief under this program. 


In the area of Special Education, PL94-142 is a continuing federal grant that partially funds a 
Speech and Language teacher, special needs teacher aides, materials, equipment, and teacher in- 
service training. An Early Childhood Pre-School Grant is used to offset some of the costs of the 
integrated pre-school program now housed at Cole School. 


An Eisenhower Math and Science Grant helps support staff development programs in elementary 
mathematics, science and technology. Teachers participated in activities designed to better 
integrated math and science programs as well as to plan for the introduction of new educational 
technology. 


The school systems of Boxford, Topsfield, and Middleton, including Masconomet were awarded 
for the fourth year a Comprehensive Health Education and Human Services grant by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of Education. This grant, which is funded by State 
Tobacco Tax revenue, continues to support health curriculum development and implementation 
as well as offsetting a portion of a School Counselor's position. 


The Massachusetts Department of Education funded a Curriculum Frameworks Grant which was 
used to investigate the impact of state curriculum frameworks on local curriculum and instruction. 
The funds were used to support-the efforts of the Science Curriculum Committee and the Fine 
Arts/ Physical Education Curriculum Committee. 
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The Tri-Town Educational Foundation is a non-profit local citizens’ group that raises funds for 
the sole benefit of the Topsfield, Boxford, Middleton Schools and Masconomet. During the 
1996-1997 school year, funding provided by the Tri-Town Educational Foundation supported 
innovative program initiatives totaling more than $18,000.00 in area schools. Since 1986, the Tri- 
Town Educational Foundation has raised more than $150,000 from the Tri-Town communities 
and has funded more than 140 innovative programs. 


The Boxford Elementary School Trust was established in 1997 to support additional funding to 
aid in curriculum enhancement at the Cole and Spofford Pond Schools. In April of 1997 the 
Boxford Elementary School Trust awarded its first mini-grants to each classroom and library at 
the Cole and Spofford Pond School. A second round of grants, totaling nearly $13,000, based on 
proposals from teachers was funded in June, 1997. The funded proposals focused on the areas of 
academic enrichment, professional development, multicultural initiatives, arts and technology. A 
memorial endowment generating permanent funds for the schools is planned. This endowment 
fund will be named in memory of Harriet Ernst, a former Cole School second grade teacher. 


Educational Reform 


The Massachusetts Board and Department of Education have completed the state curriculum 
frameworks required by the Education Reform Act of 1993. The Curriculum Frameworks in 
Science and Technology, Mathematics, Arts, World Languages, and Health were adopted in 
1995. The English Language Arts and History and Social Science frameworks were adopted in 
1997. The frameworks in Mathematics, Science and Technology, English Language Arts, and 
History and Social Science will serve as a basis for statewide testing in grades 4, 8, and 10. The 
approval of these frameworks sets the stage for the next education reform component, the 
administration of the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) based on the 
curriculum frameworks. Beginning in the spring of 1998, students in grades 4, 8, and 10 will be 
tested in English Language Arts, Mathematics and Science and Technology; MCAS will include 
History and Social Science in the spring of 1999. 


A major education reform effort during the past year at the local level was the implementation of 
new Standards of Teaching and Administrative Effectiveness along with a revised performance 
evaluation system for professional personnel. 


The Professional Development Council completed a district Professional Development Plan as 
required under educational reform. 


Curriculum Development 


In accordance with the regular curriculum development cycle, a broad-based Elementary Science 
Committee consisting of teachers, administrators, and parents from Boxford, Topsfield, and 
Middleton and Masconomet was initiated in 1996 to begin the review and research phase of the 
process for renewing this curriculum. An extensive review of research, literature, and successful 
practices will serve as the foundation for the system wide philosophy and curriculum resource 
guide for learning standards and content designed to meet the State Curriculum Frameworks. The 


1996-97 school year will serve as a field test year with classroom teachers reviewing proposed 
units and materials under consideration for inclusion in a revised curriculum. The Science 
Curriculum Committee expects to present a revised curriculum document to the School 
Committee for approval in May, 1998. 


The Disability Awareness Starts Here (D.A.S.H.) Program completed its third year of 
implementation. This program, initiated by the Proctor School Council, involves teachers and 
parents and children in a joint effort to help all involved become more aware and understanding of 
persons with disabilities and to foster sensitivity and willingness to accept differences in each 
other. The D.AS.H. Program is coordinated by a Parent Board of Directors and many 
community volunteers. In 1996-97 the program was implemented in three grades. Grade two 
students experienced a unit on blindness; grade three students a unit on deafness; and grade four 
students a unit on hidden disabilities including learning disabilities, asthma, diabetes and epilepsy. 
In 1997-98 grade five students will become involved in learning about the challenges faced by 
individuals with physical disabilities. 


Assessment Program 


During the 1996-97 school year, the State Board of Education instituted a Grade 3 Reading Test 
‘ which was administered to all third grade students at Proctor School in May. Results indicate that 
88% of Spofford Pond School third graders achieved performance at the Proficient or Advanced 
Reader level while 10% achieved performance at the Basic Reader and 2% were considered to be 
Pre-Readers. Statewide results indicated that 69% of students scored at the Proficient or 
Advanced Reader Levels: 21% scored at the Basic Reader Level and 6% at the Pre-Reader level. 


Fourth grade students participated in the tryout question phase of the development of the 
Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) which will be implement for the first 
time in the Spring of 1998. Fourth grade students will be tested in Mathematics, Science and 
Technology and English Language Arts. Students will respond to both multiple choice and open 
ended performance questions designed to measure mastery of learning standards in the State 
Curriculum Frameworks. 


In May of each school year, the Boxford Elementary Schools have utilized the Iowa Tests of 
Basic Skills in reading, language, math, and work-study skills in an effort to obtain detailed 
information on the ability and growth of individual students in numerous sub-skill areas so that 
appropriate instructional programs may be prescribed. These tests are administered in grades 
three and five. The National Achievement Test in reading and language arts is administered 
annually in May to grade two students. Results are shared with the teaching staff and individual 
student reports are sent home to parents. As part of the transition to Grade 7, Masconomet 
Junior High personnel administer a math test and a writing sample to Grade 6 students in May. 


Results from all components of the standardized testing program are utilized in conjunction with 
direct teacher input in an attempt to monitor, evaluate, and continually fine-tune the instructional 
process. The administration is committed to an ongoing review of the assessment program in an 
attempt to maximize consistency between curriculum goals and the system for evaluating those 


goals. The administration continues to be actively considering research based alternatives to our 
current program that may better serve the needs of staff and children. 


Early Childhood Education 


The availability of additional space at Cole School has enabled Boxford to establish its own Pre- 
School program for three and four year olds which offers a number of educational and financial 
benefits. The Integrated Pre-School provides an environment in which both special needs and 
typically developing students share participation in a developmental, cost-effective and purposeful 
program. This year nine special needs preschoolers are enrolled in the program. In all, fifty-six 
children are enrolled in one of the two, three or four half-day program offerings. 


Educational Technology 


During the 1994/95 school year a broad based Technology Planning Committee (TPC) prepared a 
five year technology plan for implementation in the elementary schools. The TPC includes 
teachers, staff, parents, members of the community, School Committee members, representatives 
of Town Boards and other interested parties. The plan was submitted to the Department of 
Education for approval in April, 1996. The Technology Plan was one of the first ten submitted 
and approved by the DOE. 


The plan presents a comprehensive proposal to provide the tools, curriculum, staffing and 
professional development necessary to enable Boxford elementary school students to use 
educational technology effectively. 


The plan outlines a course of action that seeks the investment of $500,000 from a variety of 
public and private sources over a five year period in order to provide improved learning 
opportunities across the curriculum for all students; high quality professional development for all 
staff; parent and community education offerings; efficient telecommunications between the 
schools, Central Office, Masconomet, the public library, other town offices and eventually 
between home and school. The 1995 Annual Town Meeting approved a Warrant Article in the 
amount of $102,000 to fund the first year acquisition of computers, printers, software and 
technology furniture. The 1996 Annual Town Meeting approved a Warrant Article in the amount 
of $87,090 to support the second year implementation of the Technology Plan. This warrant 
article was approved as a Proposition 2 1/2 override at the annual election in May. The 1997 
Annual Town Meeting approved a Warrant Article in the amount of $127,000 to support the third 
year implementation of the Technology Plan as well as to take advantage of potential 
reimbursement from the state as part of the addition and renovation projects ongoing in the two 
schools. Because of this local investment in technology the schools qualified for a $27,690 
Educational Technology Bond Bill Matching Grant which is being used to support the 
establishment of local area networks in each school. In the regular school operating budget the 
School Committee has funded a Technology Integration Specialist, Technology Aides, 
professional development, maintenance and materials to support the successful deployment of 
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new technology at Cole and Spofford Pond. The Boxford PTO and the Tri-Town Educational 
Foundation, as well as several private donations continue to support the infusion of technology 
into the schools. During the 1996-1997 school year a special fund-raiser known as “Brick By 
Brick” generated more than $22,000 to support the integration of technology. Contributors were 
recognized by the installation of walkways made out of engraved bricks at each school. 


Four underlying goals have been adopted to direct the elementary schools’ technology initiatives 
from 1995-2000: 


lt Provide a learning environment which enables students to master the appropriate 
uses of technology to produce higher achievement, increased creativity, greater 
application of critical thinking skills and the desire for life-long learning. 


es Provide evidence of the capability of educational technology to improve student 
learning. 
S Prepare teachers and staff for roles as learning facilitators through continuous 


professional development opportunities. 


4. Recognize and build on the human resources in the Boxford community to: share 
ideas and resources; generate strong support for educational technology; and 
develop partnerships which allow for the maximum use of technology to link 
curriculum and instruction at the elementary level, with Masconomet, with the 
town and regional library systems and other educational organizations. 


The plan continues to be an ambitious one which requires broad support from many 
constituencies in town for it to be fully realized. The ongoing addition and renovation project at 
the two schools includes a technology component to provide the infrastructure for networking 
necessary to take advantage of emerging technologies in the years to come. 


Professional Development 


The Cole School Council Improvement Plan, the Spofford Pond School Council Improvement 
Plan and the District Strategic Plan each place a strong emphasis on professional development and 
training for staff which focus upon identified curriculum and organizational priorities as well as 
the diverse learning needs of children. The primary areas of focus for 1996/97 have included 
technology applications and integration, language arts, the diverse learning needs of children, 
writing across the curriculum, hands-on science and inclusion. Models for conducting 
professional development have included a combination of full day professional development , after 
school and weekend workshops, summer institutes, locally sponsored graduate courses, study 
groups, curriculum committees and a limited number of early release days offerings. 
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The School Committee continues to provide incentives through tuition reimbursement programs 
beyond the school day and school district. In addition, the application of available grant funds 
from the State Department of Education continues to be instrumental in creating opportunities for 
teachers and other staff to maintain and update their professional skills. The School Committee 
continues to believe that professional development for staff is an important investment that will 
result in improved learning opportunities for children. 


Special Needs Education 


School districts are mandated by state and federal laws to provide special education services to 
those students with a special need who require support in order to make effective educational 
progress and to ensure that these services occur in the least restrictive environment. 


As of January 1998, there were 139 special needs students in the Boxford Elementary Schools 
including 39 at Cole, 79 at Spofford Pond, 9 in out of district placements and 13 preschoolers, 
nine of whom are enrolled in the Boxford Integrated Pre-School Program. The percentage of 
Boxford students (Kindergarten through 6th grade) receiving special education services is 
approximately 12.7% which is lower than the state average of 17%. 


During the 1997-98 school year, the Special Education staff has consisted of a Special Education 
Administrator, a part-time assistant to the administrator, a special education secretary, six 
resource room teachers, one inclusion class teacher, thirteen full or part time aides (including five 
who work with specific individual students whose physical, behavioral and/or cognitive handicaps 
require One-on-one assistance), three part-time counselors and two speech and language 
therapists. 


The support offered to students in the Boxford Schools ranges from monitoring of their progress 
in regular education classes and consulting with their regular education teachers, to direct 
instruction in all academic areas in the resource rooms. As a school system, Boxford is deeply 
committed to the philosophy of inclusion and continues to pursue effective ways of integrating all 
children into regular education programming. 


When the need for specialized support services arises, the town contracts with outside vendors. 
_ This past year several private agencies and individuals were utilized to provide occupational 
. therapy, physical therapy, low vision services, adaptive physical education and consultation 
“around specific disabilities. 


Boxford belongs to the Greater Lawrence Educational Collaborative (GLEC) which is comprised 
of several Merrimack Valley school districts who come together with shared concerns. It 
provides programs for low incident special needs students, serves as a resource to address special 
education issues, and offers many needed support services. 


Parent involvement in Special Education is strongly encouraged and always welcomed. Boxford, 
Topsfield and Middleton parents of special education students have joined together to form a 
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Parent Advisory Council (PAC). The PAC meets regularly during the school year. It has served 
as a forum for parents to discuss mutual concerns, arranged for a variety of interesting speakers, 
created a lending library, purchased enrichment materials, sponsored fundraising and other events, 
and provided input into the Special Education Department's programs and policies. 


Health Services 
The Health Service in the Boxford Schools is performed by Dr. James Brackbill, School 


Physician, Lynne Nechtem, School Nurse at Cole School, and Rosemary Smaha, School Nurse at 
Spofford Pond School. The responsibilities of the health personnel include: 


Physical Exams 27 in both schools

Tuberculosis Testing All new staff, volunteers

In addition, 16,236 ill and/or injured children were seen and treated in the health suites. There 
were 38 reportable accidents. Medications were administered as prescribed by physicians. 
Emergency medications are kept in both health suites and dispensed as needed. Mrs. Smaha and 
Mrs. Nechtem maintain current CPR certificates, serve on Child Study Teams, attend conferences 
and read publications to keep abreast of both local, state and national health concerns and issues. 
Mrs. Nechtem is a CPR instructor and provides training to certify staff in the Tri-Town area. 


All students are weighed and measured each year. Each year health records are reviewed and 
updated. As of November 1, 1997 all students were compliant with the state immunization 
requirements. As state law requires, exemptions from immunizations are accepted for religious 
purposes only. 


In addition, Mrs. Smaha taught with the fifth grade teachers and Mr. Sparkes the Personal 
Growth and Development Unit of the Health Curriculum to all fifth graders. At Cole School, 
Mrs. Nechtem was part of the Pre-School Screening team and tested three and four year olds for 
vision and hearing. Kindergarten registration was held at Cole School in February. A team of 
two review immunizations, check birth certificates and discuss health issues. In addition, both 
nurses provided HIV/AIDS and rabies education for all staff and rabies information for students 
at both schools. 


School Lunch Program 
During the 1996-1997 school year, the Spofford Pond and Harry Lee Cole Schools served 59,820 


reimbursable meals to Boxford students. The price charged for a lunch was increased from $1.25 
to $1.50 by the School Committee prior to the start of the school year. The need for additional 
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revenue resulted from increased costs for food, materials and labor. This was the first price 
increase in five years. 


The school lunch program continues to purchase with the Metro-North Collaborative. The 
volume bid by this group secures pricing that small systems can not achieve alone. Available 
United States Department of Agriculture food commodities continue to be used to the fullest 
extent possible. 


Free and reduced lunches are available to students whose families meet federally established 
income levels. Parents are urged to contact their building principal at any time during the school 
year regarding potential eligibility. All inquiries are treated as confidential. 


Senior Citizen meals are prepared at Cole School and transported to the Boxford Senior Center 
where they are enjoyed by local residents. Meals are served on Tuesdays and Thursdays. All 
seniors are encouraged to participate.

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BOXFORD SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Boxford School Building Committee meets regularly once a month usually the first 
Wednesday of that month. The primary duties are, but not necessarily limited to the review and 
monitoring of the contractual relationship between the Town of Boxford, HKT Architects Inc. 
and Shah Construction. The Committee also continues to work with the Boxford School 
Committee as well as other town agencies and boards as they interface with the project. 


Since the report of 1996, The Committee has continued to monitor the construction of the project 
and has supervised this project to its present status which is near completion. The Committees’ 
main areas of concern during construction were contract compliance in meeting the requirements 
of the specifications, proper construction procedures and compliance with regard to materials, 
workmanship and air quality, minimizing interference with school and community activities, cost 
monitoring with respect to any contract changes, and a strong emphasis of timely construction 
activity to meet contract deadlines. The Committee has monitored this project through 
construction and is pleased to report that we were successful in meeting our goals and are further 
pleased to report that both schools were substantially completed in time for school opening on 
September 2, 1997. 


The base contract between the town of Boxford and HKT Architects Inc. is complete with HKT 
Architects Inc. satisfactorily fulfilling their obligations under that agreement. The Committee 
is currently requiring and receiving from HKT Architects Inc. additional services on this project 
in an effort to assist in the proper project closeout. These additional services are made 
necessary since the Committee has seen proper to consult HKT Architects with regard to some 
difficulty with Shah Construction. Those difficulties are largely in the areas of subcontractor 
payments, contract closeout with regard to Warranties, "As Built" Drawings, Punch List Items, 
and final negotiations on Change Order work. 


As of December 31st, the contract with Shah Construction remains open with a balance 
remaining of less than 1%. The open areas consist largely of punch list items, the submission 
of the proper closeout documentation as required under the contract documents, and proper and 
complete distribution of funds paid to Shah Construction and to their subcontractors. These 
items have existed for some time and in an effort to resolve this problem and bring this project 
to a close, the Committee has seen fit to extend our agreement with HKT to assist in this final 
phase. The Committee is exercising all available avenues to ring this project to completion. 
Although Shah Construction has successfully completed the construction and in a timely manner, 
there is some difficulty in Shah’s performance in this stage of the project. It is unlikely that the 
final effort to close this project out will have any added cost impact to the Town of Boxford. 


The overall project appears to have met the requirements of the specifications and the needs of 
the community, teachers, and other staff. The quality of the work is satisfactory and the 
Committee is further satisfied the work has been completed within budget. There currently exist 
requests for additional enhancements of classroom and work space areas presented to the 
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committee by the principals of each school. This list has been reviewed and will be acted upon 
as the contingency budget allows. There will be no added cost impact to the town in the 
acceptance and performance of the items contained within the additional work scope currently 
being considered.

Yorth Shore Technical High School, operated by the North Shore Regional Vocational School District, is in its 
ixth year of operation in its Middleton facility. The District administrative offices are located adjacent to the 
igh school. The gymnasium is also a separate building located behind the school. The facility also includes a 


ransportation building. 


tudent enrollment as of October 1, 1997 was 457. There continues to be a strong interest in vocational 
ducation and in the small, homelike atmosphere offered by North Shore. The school, however, continues to 
xperience space shortages in classrooms, shop areas, the library, the cafeteria, and an auditorium is needed. 


‘he Transportation Department provided transportation for 354 students on a daily basis to and from school. 
\lso provided were three late buses, three days a week, to transport students home that stayed after school for 
arious reasons. Sports buses were provided to bring the students to and from practice fields as well as to all 
f the games. Late buses were provided on a daily basis to bring sports players home after games or practice. 


‘he Ninth Grade Exploratory Program has students explore each vocational/technical area on a rotating basis 
nd their performance is evaluated by the shop teachers to assist in proper student course selection for grade 
0. 


Yorth Shore Technical High School also serves a large percentage of special needs students in an Inclusion 
Aodel in many classes. Interscholastic sports and intramural programs are conducted. The school also 
articipates in the School-to-Work and Tech Prep Programs. The Cooperative Education Work Program 
llows qualified students to work at their trade prior to graduation. 


tudents from sixteen member communities, as well as several other North Shore communities, receive both 
cademic instruction leading to a high school diploma and vocational-technical education in a wide variety of 
rogram areas leading to a vocational certificate. Student placement in trade-related employment, the military, 
nd further education averages 98% per year. 


‘he development of the physical education and athletic fields has taken a step forward. One area has been 
ompleted for use this Spring. This area will accommodate physical education classes and softball practice and 
ames. The second area had all the site work finished, mainly through the effort of the Army National Guard. 
t is hoped that this Spring the baseball infield, irrigation system, backstop, and fencing can be completed. One 
TVAC unit has been replaced. The masonry addition is schedule for completion this month. With the 
ssistance of the students in the various vocational programs, improvements have been made on the grounds. 


\dult Evening Education at North Shore is a self-supporting program that offers more than 45 
ocational-technical classes that enhance the professional and personal lives of the adult members of our 
ommunity. The Program serves nearly nine hundred adult students participating in a wide variety of 
ourses. Popular fields of study include, computers, health, construction, welding, culinary, automotive 
nd business skills. A number of courses have state approval for professional and trade license 
reparation.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


In 1997 the Department has gone through many changes. A new superintendent and promotions 
within the department to fill the voids and the transitions have gone without a hitch. Two 
employees have been added to the department; one full time and one part time. As the growth 
of the Town increases so does our work load. The following is a summary of this year’s 
accomplishments: 


The following roads were crushed and graded, with a base coat of 2 1/2" of dense binder: 
Andersen Drive, Cole Drive and Silvermine Road for a total of 1.32 miles. 


Paving: 
1 1/2" of top coat was applied to the following roads: 
Georgetown Road 13,575’ x 25 (From Depot Road to Georgetown Town Line) 
Glendale Road 37007 x 2) 
Oak Ridge Road 3,980’ X 18’ 
Tanglewood Road 910’ X 22’ 
Stonecleave Road 3 S002 XK 2 i. 
Highland Road 4,130’ X 18’ 
For a total of 5.66 miles of road 
Shoulder Work: 
We continued shoulder work on the paved roads and on other locations in town. 
Drainage: 
The following streets had drainage installed: 
near #77 Main Street 50’ 36" aluminum 
Silvermine Road 320’ 10" perforated pipe and tow basins 
Curtis Road 220’ 10" perforated pipe and one basin 


Catch Basins: 
There were 660 basins cleaned. 


Street Signs: 
We replaced 20 road side signs, five stop signs and 32 street name signs. 


Tree Work: 


With the help from outside contractors, we removed nine maple trees, six oak trees, 12 pine 
trees. We are also continuing our road side brush cutting. 


Road Line Painting: | 
165,227.00 LE of yellow 4" center lines were painted. 


Waste Oil Recycled: 
We collected 979 gallons of waste oil at the DPW garage recycling center. 
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Buildings and Grounds: 


With the addition of the fourth part time employee, it allowed us to put more time into the 
beautification of Town commons and buildings. With irrigation systems on three playing fields, 
the grass mowing does not slow down, but keeps us busy all summer. 


Landfill: 

With the promotion of a new Landfill Operator and the extension of landfill closure to 
December of 1998, there is still lots to do. We are still receiving clay for final capping. 
Johnson Field is taking longer than projected and completion will likely take place during the 
summer of 1998. 


Sweeping: 
All roads were swept in the spring. 


Snow and Ice: 

Even though the winter did not bring a large amount of snow storms, the ice storm in December 
took down many trees so we spent most of the winter chipping brush. "The April Fools Storm", 
as it was called, was compared to the Blizzard of ’78, and I would like to commend our crew 
for the great job they all did. Our roads were some of the best cleared roads in the area.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health regulates septic systems, private and public water supplies, the 
landfill, trash collection, hazardous wastes, day camps, food service establishments; funds elderly 
and immunization clinics; and handles issues of contagious and reportable disease. The Board 
held 24 meetings in 1997 to deal with these issues. 


SEPTIC SYSTEMS 


The Board of Health held 15 variance hearings for upgrades for failed systems serving 
existing homes and one for a proposed new home. This is down from the 23 hearings held in 
1996. There were two open meetings to hear complaints on septic system rules. We also held 
a hearing amongst the parties in a debate over the adequacy of a septic repair. A cooperative 
resolution was found without suit being brought. 


REGULATIONS 


Following advertised public hearings, two septic system regulations were passed in 1997. 
The first regulation was passed due to the lack of direction for evaluating cesspools in the 1995 
state Title V code. The new Boxford Regulation 1-97 requires that any expansion of a building 
served by a cesspool would trigger the need for upgrade to a full septic system. 


The second regulation (2-97) was a revision of existing regulations that govern the time 
of year when groundwater elevation and percolation testing may be done. The issue was debated 
again as to whether the Board should eliminate the March, April, May groundwater testing 
season and allow groundwater testing year round. The Board voted to keep the testing season, 
but to allow two relaxations. First, the groundwater testing season regulation was altered so as 
to allow the possibility of lengthening the season in the event of unseasonably wet conditions. 
Secondly, the Board also relaxed the regulation to allow percolation testing within the 
groundwater testing season, if the Health Agent expected the percolation rate to be less than 5 
minutes per inch. This can save the expense of a second round of testing for a new piece of 
land. The Board already allows one period of testing for repairs to existing systems. 


BETTERMENTS 


The May Town Meeting agreed with the Board of Health plan to join in the state program 
whereby homeowners can get a low interest loan from the town to repair their septic system. 
The plan allows the town to borrow the money from the state at zero interest. The Board of 
Health initiated the program, applied for approval of a Boxford plan from the State; hired a 
consultant, Northbridge, to administer the program and enlisted the assistance of the 
Treasurer/Tax Collector, and Assessors. Once the program was running, the Board passed the 
administration on to the profession town staff including the Health agent. Currently seven 
homeowners have applied for the loans and will be receiving the funds for their repairs. The 
Board is pleased to be able to help homeowners financially with their septic repairs. 


WASTE 


In 1997 the Board of Health applied for and received a six-month extension from the DEP 
in the time we will be allowed to use the Boxford landfill. We continue to perform gas 
monitoring and groundwater monitoring around the landfill. We signed a contract with our 
landfill engineering consultants, Weston and Sampson to prepare the landfill closure plan to be 
submitted to DEP for approval. Trash will stop being received at the Boxford landfill on 
December 31, 1998 and the landfill will be capped by October 1999. 


In order to prepare for taking Boxford’s trash out of town for disposal, the Board set up 
an Ad Hoc Committee to Address Solid Waste and Recycling Alternatives After Closure of the 
Boxford Landfill. The committee of 7 was drawn from the Recycling Committee, Board of 
Health, Finance Committee and representatives for the Selectmen. 


The Ad Hoc Committee was given the charge to (1) Explore alternative disposal sites for 
Boxford’s trash disposal; (2) Identify Boxford’s options for Disposal Contract Structure such as: 
contracting with disposal site, contracting with hauler, no town-wide contract at all, or create a 
waste collection department in town government; (3) To evaluate the options identified based on 
finances and recycling results; (4) Evaluate means of funding waste collection and disposal 
through fee, taxes, or private contracts and (6) Prepare Written Report to Boards of Health and 
Selectmen. 


Our trash collection contract with BFI ended in June of 1997 and the contract was rebid 
in the spring because renewal of the BFI contract would have involved more than doubling the 
costs. Only one bidder, Advanced Disposal, offered to enter into contract to collect the trash 
and recyclables for Boxford at a price within the budget set at town meeting. For the October 
1997 town meeting, the Board of Health offered a warrant article that would have increased the 
budget by $80,000, but without Selectmen or Finance Committee support, the Board passed over 
the article at Town Meeting. There was no protest from the audience calling for more funds to 
be appropriated in the event a new contractor would be needed. 


We offered a spring and fall large-item drop off day at the landfill and we sponsored the 
10th annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection day at Masconomet in October in 
conjunction with Middleton and Topsfield. 

JOHNSON FIELD 

The old landfill cap under Johnson Field was repaired and drainage installed despite an 

hiatus during an investigation of compliance with state bidding procedures law by the Inspector 


General. The repaired field should be seeded in spring 1998 for play to start spring 1999. 


The Board now agrees the capping of the main landfill will be performed by outside 
professional contractors rather than Boxford staff. 


C&D PROPOSAL AT TOWN MEETING 


pM Is 


A divided board presented a proposal to town meeting to allow the disposal of 
construction and demolition material in the Boxford landfill for a period of a year prior to 
closure. The Town Meeting defeated the proposal. 


SUBDIVISIONS REVIEWED 


Two subdivisions were reviewed, including one that filed a soils removal permit with the 
Board of Health and one that involved a joint meeting with the Planning Board to address 
compliance with septic regulations and drainage issues surrounding a pond. 


COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The Commercial development at 256 Georgetown Road continued to be before the Board 
of Health and took time at 8 of our meetings. There is currently a lawsuit pending by the 
developer regarding a Board of Health decision to follow the Town Meeting vote by conditioning 
the Board of Health sign-off on occupancy permits on removal or disabling of waterpipes from 
Georgetown water supply. 


BOARD OF HEALTH MEMBERS AND STAFF 


After 15 years of service, Nancy Pearl decided to retire from the Board of Health. As 
a Registered Nurse on the Board for that time she brought a valuable perspective and support for 
the Board work with the Visiting Nurse’s Association. Jim Dougherty left Board in May. Tom 
Dusel and Walt McPartlin joined the board following the elections in May. 


The Board of Health employs Allison Conboy as our full time Health Agent and Kendell 
Longo as part-time office secretary. MaryAnn Waz is our minutes secretary. 


Our meeting place at 200 Washington Street has given way to office space for day-time 
. staff. The Board of Health is now meeting on the second and fourth Tuesday at 7:30 PM at the 
Boxford Community Center on Elm street. We invite you to attend and contribute to our 
meetings.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH AGENT 


The Chairperson of the Board of Health is Louise Kress. The members of the Board of Health 
are: Richard Taylor, Mark Mitsch, Walter McPartlin and Tom Dusel. 


The State Advisory Committee on Immunization practices is now recommending a phase-in 
“catch up” immunization for Hepatitis B. Most hepatitis B infections occur among adolescents 
and young adults. Millions of adolescents not vaccinated in infancy are now at risk. Since 1995, 
the Massachusetts immunization program has provided Hepatitis B vaccine for sixth graders. 
The complete hepatitis B vaccination series consists of three doses over a four to six month 
period. Masconomet Regional School District received the vaccine from the State and offered it 
to seniors at a cost of ten dollars. Forty students participate in the program.

INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Bureau of Animal Health, requires that each town appoint 
an Inspector who shall make regular and thorough inspection of each premise on which there 
are domestic animals. Such inspections are necessary to insure humane and proper care of all 
livestock, and to guard against outbreaks of contagious disease. The 1997 inspections found 174 
horses, 27 ponies, 3 miniature horses, 3 donkeys, 22 goats, 40 sheep, 5 pigs (pet potbelly), 27 
head of cattle, 1 fox (domestic), and 4 llamas. Inspection and census of "small livestock" is 
now also required. This year 281 chickens, 2 turkeys, 42 waterfowl, and 17 rabbits were 
inspected. If your small livestock were not counted please call me so that they may be included 
in next year’s census. A total of 80 barns house livestock or poultry; of these 63 house horses. 
Stable licenses are required of all residents who keep horses on their property. Regulations and 
applications are available at the office of the Health Agent. 


Under Massachusetts State Law, all bites, whether caused by wild or domestic animals, must 
be reported to the Inspector of Animals. In 1997, 19 incidents involving domestic animals 
biting/scratching humans or domestic animals were reported. Ten day quarantines were 
completed without complication in all cases. Animal Inspectors are also required to investigate 
and issue quarantines in cases concerning possible rabies exposures to domestic animals. Forty 
two (42) such cases were reported involving pet contact with a confirmed rabid animal, wounds 
of unknown origin, or exposure by proximity. All Quarantines were completed without incident. 
Owners keep all pets current on rabies vaccinations. It is very important for the safety of your 
pet and your family!

NEEDS AS IDENTIFIED BY CLINIC PARTICIPANTS 


18 Boxford Elder health clinic participants responded to a Satisfaction Survey/ Needs 
Assessment in June 1997. The following summaries their responses: 


In response to "which health services are most helpful to you?", the top four in 1997 were 
very close to the top four identified in 1996 and 1995:

Monitoring Blood Pressure 100% 100% 96% 
Checking Weight 72% 86% 83% 
Discussing Health Concerns 55% 64% 57% 
Discussing Medications 66% 53% 61% 


When participants were asked how they would be affected if health clinic services were no 
longer available, a majority responded that their only health-related contact would be an 
annual physical with their M.D.. Other comments regarding what would happen if the clinics 
were no longer available included concerns about: 


cost- “no longer free check-ups” (at MD) 
travel- “would have to travel to distant clinics” 
information access- “wouldn’t know how to access information” 


When asked what they liked about the health clinics, responses included: “personal 
attention”, “sense of security”, “friendliness”, “ discuss health concerns”, “ keep on track 
between MD visits”, “convenient, handy, local”, “concern, expertise,and friendliness of 
RN”, “ access to immediate health information”. 
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Other Wellness Division Grant Programs Available to Boxford Residents 


VNA Care Plus, Inc. is committed to reducing the incidence of preventable disease and 
enhancing levels of wellness in the communities we serve. The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health (MDPH) has supported VNA Care Plus in this mission through several grants 
which have been awarded to the agency. 


"Smoke Free Circles" 
This program targets women of child-bearing age, with a special emphasis on pregnant 
and parenting women. Women from the community are trained to provide tobacco 
education programs out of their homes, for friends, relatives, and families.

preventative health care. Women age 40 and over who are underinsured or uninsured, 
are eligible for free screening and diagnostic exams, including mammography, clinical 
breast exam & physical, PAP smear, colposcopy, biopsy, and other diagnostic tests. 
Community education programs on breast self-exams and breast and cervical health are 
also provided for women of all ages. 


HIV Homecare/Hospice Program

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


This year the Conservation Commission made significant progress toward improving its 
administration of the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act and Boxford Wetlands 
Protection Bylaw. Through the hiring of a full-time Conservation Administrator 
(approved at the May 1997 Town Meeting), the Commission gained much needed “in- 
house” technical review capabilities. A full-time Administrator ensures that new 
development proposals meet the requirements of all local and state wetlands protection 
laws, and that construction activities are monitored in the field for compliance after 
permits are issued. Enforcement actions, which are an integral part of a successful 
wetlands protection program, were increased during the past year. The Commission also 
voted several significant changes to the Boxford Wetlands Protection Bylaw Regulations. 


In 1997 the Conservation Commission held a record total of 40 public meetings. The 
high level of meeting activity was due mostly to a combination of application activity and 
many hours spent discussing proposed changes to the Bylaw Regulations.

In cooperation with the Boxford Land Committee, Trust for Public Lands, Boxford Trails 
Association and Boxford Open Land Trust, the Conservation Commission was 
instrumental in orchestrating the Town’s commitment to purchase the Lockwood and 
Lord properties on Lockwood Lane and Main Street respectively. These lands provide 
significant open space, conservation and recreational values for the residents of Boxford. 
Land management plans will be prepared for the Lockwood and Lord properties in the 
coming year. 


The Commission also received a donation of land off Main Street as well as conservation 
restrictions for two parcels: one off of Valley Road and the other at the corner of Ipswich 
Road and Main Street. The Commission continues to manage Witch Hollow Farm and 
Chadwick Field. Agricultural licenses for both properties were renewed for 1998. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION CONTINUED 


The field survey and plan preparation work for Wildcat Forest is mostly complete. 
Wildcat Forest is a 300 acre parcel of conservation land owned by the town and managed 
by the Commission. The land is located off Herrick, Ipswich and Stiles Pond Roads and 
is open to the public for daytime, non-motorized recreational use. Plans of Wildcat 
showing boundaries, trails, wetlands and topography should be available in early 1998 at 
the trail head off Herrick Road and also at the Conservation Office. 


Commission members participated in several educational programs covering various 
topics including the Mass. Rivers Protection Act Regulations, Mass. Stormwater 
Management Policy, Mass. Public Records Law, Mass. Open Meeting Law and 
Fundamentals for Conservation Commissioners. Changes to state wetlands regulations 
and policies have kept Commissioners in constant study in order to stay abreast of the 
new requirements. 


Many thanks to Jean Irmer, Conservation Secretary, for her efforts during the past year 
keeping the office and operations in top form, organized and running smoothly. 


Special thanks again go out to Jane Coe for her exceptional and selfless volunteer efforts 
as minutes secretary, especially in light of the many additional hours of meetings held in 
1997.

IPSWICH RIVER WATERSHED DISTRICT ADVISORY BOARD 


The Ipswich River Watershed District was established by the MA Legislature in 1966. The 
District is under the direction of a five member commission appointed by a larger Advisory 
Board made up of representatives of cities and towns along the Ipswich or having water 

rights to the River. The stated purpose of the Commission is to "investigate available water _ 
resources for the district and methods of preserving and increasing such resources". The 
five-member Commission that’is elected from and by the Advisory Board was directed to 
meet at least four times a year; the Advisory Board was directed to meet twice a year. 


The current purpose of the Advisory Board meetings is to give water supply officials in the 
member communities a chance to exchange information on water supply activities, hear 
presentations by state or federal staff, or other invited technical experts, on various 
regulations or issues that affect community water supplies, and discuss any water supply 
problems with other water supply professionals in the watershed. 


May 8, 1997 Advisory Board Meeting: 
¢ Representatives from the cities and towns reported on water supply related activities in 


their communities. 


¢ The IRWDAB agreed in 1996 that we all need a good scientific basis from which to 
make rational management decisions for water resources in the Ipswich Basin. The 
Ipswich River basin is widely recognized as one of the most hydrologically stressed basins 
in Massachusetts. There is intense competition for use of the flow in the river among water 
suppliers, industrial users, fishermen, canoeists, swimmers, and environmentalists. Peter 
Phippen, MA DEM, updated the group on interagency efforts to cooperate on a proposal to 
develop a hydrologic model for the Ipswich River Basin. Agencies providing technical 
expertise and potential funding ($300,000) included MA DEM, MA DEP, and USGS. 


* Dan Thompson, MWRA, gave a presentation on water conservation management 
options for industrial, commercial, and institutional users. Results of MWRA studies 
showing economic savings to water users resulting from water conservation efforts were 
impressive. Unfortunately, many water utilities are reluctant to promote water 
conservation, even in water deficient areas, due to fear of lost revenues. 


November 13, 1997 Advisory Board Meeting: 

¢ Peter Phippen reported the good news that the interagency proposal to develop a 
hydrologic model for the Ipswich River Basin was funded and underway. The goal of the 
proposal is to develop an authoritative model to provide a scientific basis for economic, 
environmental, and public health management decisions in the communities of the basin. 
Such a model can be used to help plan for future water supply needs and economic growth 
in an environmentally sensitive way in user communities. 


¢ Kermell Ries, USGS, explained what sort of data are needed to create a series of 
simulated future development options on the calibrated model which will mimic the 
hydrology of the basin. Such options would include impacts on the river from the 
development of new reservoirs, MWRA water supply expansion into the head water 
communities, new groundwater wells within the watershed, wastewater returns to the 
basin, and many more. USGS will be contacting the water suppliers in each basin 
community to identify existing and future water sources: wells, reservoirs, locations, 
operating rules, pumping rates on a daily and monthly basis (1989 to the present), 
distribution system, final destination of used water, and future infrastructure plans. The 
USGS will essentially prepare a detailed water budget for each Town that will be built into 
the hydrologic model. 


The IRWDAB usually meets twice a year, on the first Thursday of May and November, in 
the Lynnfield Town Hall, from 2-4 PM.

Despite relatively low interest rates, the pace of building slowed somewhat from 
recent years to a more moderate 62 new homes. 


Subdivision Activity 


Two subdivisions were approved during the year. Aldershot Estates, south off Willow 
Road, is a cul-de-sac containing 8 lots. Pearl Farm, west off Lake Shore Road, is also 
a cul-de-sac and contains 14 lots. In each case there was a long dialogue between the 
Board and the Developer about what constituted suitable development in Boxford and 
many modifications were made to the original plans before approval was granted. 


In an unusual development, three subdivisions containing a total of 66 lots were 
rejected during the year at the preliminary submission stage, because of failure to 
comply with various provisions of the Town’s Zoning Bylaw or the Board’s Rules 
and Regulations for Subdivisions. 


Approval Not Required 


Nineteen (19) building lots were created during the year by a process known as 
Approval Not Required whereby lots with sufficient frontage on an existing Town 
way are approved without the necessity of going through the subdivision approval 
process. 


Scenic Roads 


Nine (9) Scenic Roads hearings were held during the year and consent granted for 
various tree cutting and stone wall alterations (almost invariably with some reduction 
in the scope of the original request). The Town voted many years ago to designate all 
of our roads (except numbered highways} as Scenic Roads and this allows the 
Planning Board after advertisement and public hearing to regulate such activity and 
preserve the Town’s rural appearance. 


Zoning Board of Appeals 


The Town’s Zoning Bylaw requires that the Planning Board make a recommendation 
on each case that comes before the Board of Appeals. Numerous recommendations 
were made during the year, noteworthy among which was a unanimous 
recommendation against allowing a doubling of the size of the commercial building 
at 256 Georgetown Road. 


Zoning Bylaw Amendments 


Five Zoning Bylaw Amendments were recommended by the Board to the Town (and 
approved by it) at the Annual Town Meeting. Each served to tighten and restrict some 


portion of the Bylaw. 


Most significant of these are a Phased Growth Bylaw, which is designed to limit the 
rate of building in subdivisions, and a Telecommunications Bylaw which regulates 
the location and construction of wireless towers. 


Fire Ponds 


Several long standing disputes over subdivision Fire Ponds which the Fire Chief had 
judged to be inadequate were resolved with the Developers involved agreeing to 


install underground Fire Tanks.

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ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


During 1997, the Board of Appeals received twenty-three (23) new applications. Of these 
applications, eighteen (18) were for special permits, four (4) were for variances and one was an 
appeal from a decision of the building inspector. 


Of the eighteen (18) special permits, eleven (11) were granted, two (2) were denied, three (3) 
were withdrawn, one (1) application was deemed to be of a subject matter over which the Board 
had no jurisdiction and one remains pending. 


Of the four (4) applications for variances, one (1) was granted, one (1) was denied and two (2) 
remain pending. 


The Appeal from the decision of building inspector was denied. 


In the continuing matter of the Georgetown Road Limited Partnership attempt to develop 256 
Georgetown Road as a business center, the Board accepted a remand from the Land Court 
following a hearing at the Court wherein Town Counsel, the applicant’s counsel and the judge 
came to the agreement that such a remand was appropriate. By the end of 1997 the matter was 
still pending because of developments in which the abutters and the applicant had reached an 
agreement among themselves as to the use of this property during 1998. During 1998, a number 
of Town Boards, including the Zoning Board of Appeals, will be asked to address the issues 
surrounding the proposed use of this property. Until the issues are settled, there will remain two 
(2) appeals in the Land Court, one by the applicant appealing the denial of a special permit to 
expand the business use of the property to additional buildings proposed to be built on the 
premises. The second appeal is of Barry Hutchinson, an abutter, who has appealed the Board’s 
decision holding that a special permit was not necessary in order for the applicant to use the 
existing building as a business. 


Relative to fiscal matters, the Board voted in 1997 to require direct billing of all applicants for 
the cost of their newspaper advertisements. This step removes the Town as a party to these 
billings thus saving the Town any expenses related to its personnel handling such billings. The 
Board also voted to require all applicants to pay for the postage of mailing notices in their given 
cases saving the Town an expense previously assumed by it.

BOXFORD LAND COMMITTEE 


The Land Committee consists of five members: one from the Conservation Commission, 
one from the Planning Board, one from Capital Budgeting, one from the Finance 
Committee, and one Member at Large. We are charged to categorize and prioritize parcels 
of land listed in the Open Space Plan “94”, and to conform to the Master Plan when ever 
possible. During 1997 the Land Committee has worked very hard, we conducted 19 
Meetings and attended many Selectman’s Meetings during on going land negotiations. 
We reviewed several parcels of land, and brought three to the Fall Town Meeting. They 
were Lockwood Forest and the Lord Family lands which were all successfully voted for by 
more than 90% of those present. Bob Eisenberg Chairman of the Land Committee and 
the Finance Committee designate resigned in early Spring, and Duke Brown was 
appointed. Duke took the lead on the Lord Family Woodlot on Lawrence Road and 
arranged a site visit with State Senator Bruce Tarr. However he resigned in May when he 
was elected Selectman . Sandy Colby was appointed in June, and brought some good 
insight since he worked on the Shulman Parcel the previous year. Also in June, Peter 
Delaney was voted chairman. After the Fall Town meeting Sandy Colby the Finance 
Committee designate resigned, and the position is currently vacant. Sandy’s advice and 
assistance was much appreciated during his tenure. As of February 1998 the Finance 
Committee filled the vacancy with the appointment of Eve Trkla. For 1998 the Land 
Committee has set a standard meeting schedule for the second Tuesday of each month at 
7:30PM.

BAY CIRCUIT PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


During the first half of 1997, this committee worked hard under the able 
leadership of Jean Dewberry to plan for the 50 Mile Ultra Marathon that was 
held on Nations Trails Day Sunday, June 8, 1997. The center point was at 
the Boxford Community Center with the race starting in Rowley and ending 
at the Whittier Vocational High School in Andover. 


The Bay Circuit through Boxford was walked to measure the distance, 
maintained and marked for the ultra run. Three water stops were set up, 
manned by volunteers. The runners appreciated the snacks and water offered 
at these stops as well as those offered by landowners along the trail and the 
general good support that the volunteers and townspeople gave. 


The second project finished for the Ultra Run was the revised second edition 
of the Bay Circuit Guide to Walks in and around Boxford. These guide 
books are on sale at the Boxford Town Hall, the Boxford Library and the two 
Boxford community stores. 


This fall, the committee helped with the educational walk tours on the 
Lockwood and Lord properties that the Town overwhelmingly supported to 
protect. The Lockwood property is a beautiful “gem’ to add to the Bay 
Circuit Greenway. The Lord property contains a portion of the Boxford 
Village loop trail that connects with the Bay Circuit trail at two points: in the 
Boxford Historical District at the Community Center and in the Boxford 
State Forest southwest of Ardon Farms. 


Jean Dewberry, a member of this committee, heads walks on Tuesdays 
momings. Anyone is welcome to join this walking group at the Boxford 
Community Center at 9:15 AM. The walks include 1.5 to 2 hours of 
walking on trails in Boxford and neighboring towns and often on the Bay 
Circuit trail. 


Committee members work with BTA/BOLT to keep the Bay Circuit trail 
open. Volunteers are always welcome to join the trail maintenance days. 
The Boxford Bay Circuit Program supports the network of trails that are 
being preserved by landowners and developers who’ work through the 
Boxford Planning Board and Boxford Conservation Commission | 
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A member from the Boxford Bay Circuit Program Committee serves on the 
Boxford Recreation Committee.

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COMPUTER STUDY COMMITTEE 


Individual members of the Computer Study Committee have provided extensive assistance 
to the Conservation Commission, Council on Aging, Department of Public Works, Town 
Clerk, and Board of Health. The effort included reviewing a proprietary program 
(SepTrack) for the Board of Health, determining specifications and recommending 
computers and software for the departments named above, the installation of software for 
the Executive Secretary, and plans to “network” the Executive Secretary with the 
Administrative Assistant. 


In 1997 the Committee began four initiatives: 


e Work toward greater uniformity of word processing, spreadsheet, and database 
software in Boxford to facilitate training and support. 


e Ensure that the choice of hardware is from well-known vendors that enjoy above 
average ratings for support and hardware reliability. 


e Studied computer hardware and software to check for year 2000 compliance. 


e Started work on developing future plans for the Town of Boxford computing 
capabilities. 


We have been advised that the proprietary software systems used by the Town 
Accountant, Assessors, and Treasurer/Tax Collector, will not function properly beginning 
July 1999, due to the Year 2000 problem (Y2K). In addition to these three (3) systems, 
the basic “operating system” used by the Assessors and Treasurer/Tax Collector systems is 
also in noncompliance with Y2K. A representative from the Computer Study Committee 
has attended meetings involving new software for these areas. It is likely that new 
hardware will also have to be purchased for these areas.

COUNCIL ON AGING ANNUAL REPORT 


THANK YOU! THANK YOU! First of all I would like to thank our volunteers. If 
it weren't for them, we would not be able to help seniors, or anyone who is in need of 
help, as effectively as we do. The COA coordinates the needs of the seniors. Local 
Boxford volunteers of all ages tirelessly and enthusiastically give their time to make 
these programs possible. 


The COA’s Main Function is to provide information, whether it be information on 
adult day care or taxes after death or making a lunch reservation. Anytime anyone 
calls or visits the COA, we make sure that their questions are answered or we give 
them all the information they need to get the answer. We are constantly changing. 


Did you know we provide wheelchairs, walkers, canes etc. to anyone who needs 
them?

MEALS ON WHEELS (MOW) 

This is a program that serves nutritious, hot meals on weekdays to qualified 
seniors who otherwise would have trouble getting meals themselves. We served 
1,984 meals in 1997. 

This year we gave MOW clients a two-day supply of canned goods to be used 
in case of bad weather when the meals could not be delivered. 


CONGREGATE MEALS SERVED AT THE CENTER 

We serve GREAT meals twice a week for $1.25. It’s the “Best Deal in Town’. 
We wish more would join us. 

This program goes from September thru May and approximately 1,100 meals 
were served last year. 


CLINICS 

The VNA of North Shore and the Boxford Board of Health hold free health 
clinics at different sites in town every week. 

Our flu clinic was attended by over 490 people. Seniors could also receive the 
pneumonia vaccine at the same time with their doctor’s authorization. 


TRANSPORTATION 

The NEET Program (Northern Essex Elder Transport) continues to provide 
transportation to doctors appointments, hospital visits, and occasionally shopping 
and hair appointments. Seniors used this service 116 times in 1997. 

We rented a Van monthly to take seniors shopping etc. 


ELDER SERVICES OF THE MERRIMACK VALLEY 

Our annual donation of $196 to Elder Services of the Merrimack Valley 
provided us with $28,586 worth of services that support our COA. We call on them 
for their Home Care Program, Title III Program and Legal Services. They also have 
a-referral service that is invaluable to our staff. 


SENIOR TAX ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 

We are still working on getting the paperwork “kinks” out of the program and 
getting up to speed. However, it’s been a great success and we are looking forward 
to involving more seniors in this valuable program. 


PROGRAMS, CLASSES & PARTIES 

We have a S.H.I.N.E. (Serving Health Information Needs of Elders) 
representative and we offer tax preparation at no cost. Our varied activities 
included hiking, CPR instruction, file of life, computer classes, writing workshop, eye 
and health screening, several safety programs sponsored by the Police, a special 
cholesterol screening, chair caning, quilting, exercise, line dancing, face screening, 
decoupage, cribbage, Ukrainian egg decorating, holiday blues educational session, 
dementia or Alzheimer’s disease classes, etc. We have a St. Pat's Day and an Older 
Americans’ Day party as well as a summer Cookout free to all Boxford seniors. 


BULLETIN 

This monthly publication is delivered to all Boxford seniors (1,049 as of last 
count). It offers many trips, gives up-to-date interest stories regarding seniors, talks 
about what’s going on and includes a calendar indicating when these events are 
taking place. 


GRANTS 
In 1997, grant monies were received in the amount of $3,158. 


GLORIA J. O'LEARY, DIRECTOR COA 

Marie Cody retired this year as director after a very impressive 16 years due 
to health problems. 

1 have been working for the COA for two years in various capacities— 
secretary, assistant director, acting director then director. There were so many 
challenges and accomplishments during this time. 

We (the Director and COA Board) hope to make a difference in the lives of 
our seniors and handicapped. In 1997, we started the tax rebate program, tripled 
the number of seniors who came to the lunch program, doubled the monies from 
Federal and State grants, upgraded the Bulletin, increased volunteers 25% and 
have more than tripled the number of trips we now offer our seniors.

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BOXFORD CABLE TV ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


This past year has been both a very active and important period for 
Boxford and our cable system. Numerous events have taken place and have 
resulted in system and technical improvements as well as major commercial 
developments. Additionally, the operational accomplishments of the system 
has continued to represent one of the top performances in Massachusetts. 


The original coax cable has been replaced with the new broadband 
cable having the capacity to handle several communications modes 
simultaneously. The negotiations neared completion for determining the 
exact mix of our new cameras and related equipment that were included in 
the terms of the original license agreement - thus allowing Boxford to 
upgrade to ‘State of the Art’ at no additional cost to the taxpayers. [ 
Actually, Boxford earned over $1,000. in revenues from the Licensee for 
1997 }. 


The original licensee, Continental Cable, had previously been acquired by 
U.S. West and subsequently changed its name to Media One. Several bills 
were proposed in the Massachusetts House of Representatives that would 
have forced Boxford and other towns to relinquish benefits that we had 
already earned. Fortunately, sanity prevailed and these House Bills were 
defeated. 


One of the most critical aspects of Boxford Cable TV, and a very significant 
reason for our success is the outstanding efforts of the volunteers who 
donate so much of their time to Boxford Cablecasting . Although it has 
often been called ‘ a labor of love ‘ for this great group, it is still hard work. 
We owe a great deal of gratitude to all these wonderful contributors.

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HISTORIC DISTRICTS/HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Historic Districts Commission was established in 1971 and has jurisdiction over the 
Boxford Village Historic District and Howe Village Historic District. We follow the 
Massachusetts General Law C.40c. The purpose of this Commission is to promote the 
distinctive characteristics of buildings and places that are significant in the history of the 
commonwealth and its cities and towns. The Commission also encourages new designs 
compatible with existing buildings in the district. 


The Commission would like to thank Brenda Stickney for her work on “The Little 

Red Schoolhouse”. In September, 1997 the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
nominated The Palmer School (Little Red Schoolhouse) as eligible for listing on the 
National Register of Historic Places. The National Register 1s the Federal government’s 
list of historic properties worthy of preservation. The final decision will be made in 1998. 
An amount of $25,000 to renovate the building was approved by voters at the May, 1997 
Town Meeting , but since relegated by Selectmen as subject to a Proposition 2 2 
override, it required a vote at the town election. Unfortunately it was defeated at the 
polls. The question still remains, where to obtain the funds to repair the building in order 
that it can be used as a Youth Community Center? Brenda is developing a marketing 
proposal for soliciting donations of materials, labor and money to renovate the building. 
This will commence after we have the formal listing on the National Register. 


The Commission accepted with regret the resignation of Rodney Burnett, our architect. 
We would like to thank Rod for his service on the board. Rod developed “Rod’s Rules,” 
which are the Requirements for HDC Applications. These rules streamline the 
application process. We welcomed two new members: Valerie Vitale, who was the 
liaison for the Boxford Historical Society is now the official Historical Society’s 
representative and Anna Plucinska was appointed as our architect representative. 


The HDHC meets monthly, on the fourth Wednesday at 7:30 PM in the Community 
Center to hear and act on requests for certificates of appropriateness, certificates of non- 
applicability, or certificates of hardship. All meetings are open to the public and hope 
that residents will attend our meetings. This year we acted on 16 Certificates of 
Appropriateness and 10 Certificates of Non-Applicability. 


We encourage all residents to attend the meetings at the Community Center.

BOXFORD RECREATION COMMITTEE 


1997 was a productive year for the Recreation Committee. Over 1,450 
children participated in Town sports programs, a 10.2% increase over 1996. Outside 
of the schools, these sports programs administered by the Boxford Athletic Association, 
have more participants than any other Town activity. This year we borrowed fields from 
Masconomet. The Girls Softball League, normally played in spring was moved to summer 
due to field shortages. 

The new soccer field at Chadwick was taken off line due to injuries requiring 
stitches due to glass in the topsoil. Extensive work was done on the field and it should be 
on line Fall 98. Article 27, to install an irrigation system at the new Cargill Field was 
passed. Article 28, to build and irrigate a baseball/soccer field immediately adjacent to 
Cargill Field was also passed. 

Camp Sacajawea continues to be overseen by John Rowen. During 1997 there 
were no capital improvements done. The funded and scheduled grey water treatment 
system installation was delayed because of a lack of a definitive site and engineering plan. 
That plan was finally completed and reviewed by the Board of Health, the Health 
Agent, and the Building Inspector. Final approval is pending and Clivus Systems of New 
England will begin work in the spring of 1998. Funding will be shared between Boxford 
and our tenant, the Greater Lawrence Educational Collaborative. This camp on Stiles 
Pond is utilized in the summer as a day camp for severely handicapped children from the 
North Shore area. It is also used by scouting groups from Boxford. 

Carol Buccieri, for the third year in a row, ran a successful 4th of July Parade. 
There were over a hundred participants and several very clever neighborhood floats. A 
new entry this year was the "Boxford Bird", a mosquito float that drew much applause. 
While patriotic music played in the background, Mr. Charles Purinton was honored on his 
100th birthday. Hundreds of people clapped and cheered for him. We wish him well. 

A very successful Memorial Day Parade was also organized by Ken Chadwick. 
Bagpipe music was provided by the Campbell Highlanders. Jared Guerin and Jeff Rohr 
played moving tributes on their trumpets. Flags were placed on Veterans’ gravestones and 
kids scrambled, as is the age old Boxford custom, for bullet shell casings. 

The town tennis courts behind the Police Station continued to be heavily used. 

The DPW continues to work well with our committee, especially with baseball 
field maintenance. They also helped set up sprinklers for old Chadwick Field during 
July 97. 

In 1998 we hope to begin construction of Phase 2 of Chadwick Soccer Field. 
With the increasing number of soccer players, we are in dire need of new fields. With 
the progress made in 1997, we hope to continue providing safe recreational areas for 
our residents.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Our comprehensive Recycling Program in Boxford continues to flourish. In 1997 
our town received an ‘A’ grade from DEP for recycling 34% of our trash. In 
March our drop-off collection expanded to include oil filters. The charts on the 
following pages show what items can be recycled, how to prepare them, whether 
they are collected at the curb or at the Drop-Off Center and any fees. 


There is no direct cost to residents for the curbside collection of recyclables; this 
expense is covered by the trash sticker fee. However, there is a charge for 
some of the items at the Drop-Off Center, 15 Spofford Road. Checks made out 
to the Town of Boxford as well as pre-bought $5 recycling tickets can now be 
accepted weekly at the Drop-Off Center, but NO cash can be accepted by the 
recycling attendant. 


We initiated a furniture pick-up through the Coalition for the Homeless and a 
computer drop-off through the East-West Foundation with recycling committees 
in Topsfield and Middleton. Cooperative, successful continuing events this past 
year included April Earth Day celebrations in conjunction with the Garden Club; 
our eleventh annual household hazardous waste collection day with the towns of 
Topsfield and Middleton in November. 


The “Take It or Leave It” Shed is still on hold until the new site for the Recycling 
Drop-Off Center is made ready. We are hoping for a summer 1998 opening of 
the shed at the close-by relocation of the Recycling Drop-Off Center. 


Volunteers are the lifeblood of our town and the Recycling Committee is 
extremely gratified by the volunteer efforts of the Environmental Club members 
at Masconomet High School, town board and committee members who helped 
out on Large Item Days; neighborhood groups, Scout troops, families and 
individuals who picked up litter and recyclables from roadways on Earth Day.; 
and community residents and League of Women Voters members who helped 
out on Household Hazardous Waste Day. 


Our thanks, again, to the League of Women Voters for sponsoring E-CALL, the 
24 hour ecology hotline that gives residents who call 1-800-800-6881 the how, 
what, when and where of recycling for our town.

DEMAND FOR HAWC’S SERVICES QUADRUPLES 
SINCE START OF THE DECADE 


Help for Abused Women and their Children, known by the acronym HAWC, 
was established in 1979 and first provided shelter for abused women through 
a network of safe homes. 


In 1985, HAWC purchased a 19th century home in Salem where we can 
shelter up to six women and 10 children at a time. HAWC is the only agency 
providing comprehensive services to battered women in 23 North Shore 
communities, from Saugus to Gloucester. 


HAWC has a philosophy of self-help. We believe that battered women are 
caught in a crisis situation caused by long-standing societal patterns of 
oppression against women. HAWC offers battered women and their children 
shelter, support and practical information about their options and 
opportunities to interact with others who understand their situation. 
HAWC's goal is to enable women to make independent and informed 
decisions about their futures. 


In 1997, 10,000 women turned to HAWC for help and received it free of 
charge. This was quadruple the number of women HAWC served at the 
beginning of the decade. HAWC's services included: a 24-hour hotline ¢ 
emergency shelter ¢ individual counseling ¢ support groups ® and legal 
advocacy. In addition, HAWC worked to stem the tide of violence through 
community outreach and education, including our acclaimed Teen REACH 
Program which works to prevent teen dating violence. 


Out of the 10,000 women HAWC served, 35 were from Boxford. This is a 30% 
increase over the number of Boxford women that we assisted in 1994. Our 
services were provided free of charge. In addition, we have worked closely 
with the Boxford Police Department in providing support for the citizens of 
Boxford. 


Vay UNITED WAY 
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BOXFORD HISTORIC DOCUMENT CENTER 


The Boxford Historic Document Center celebrated its 20" anniversary in 1996. 
Established by the Boxford Bicentennial Commission, the Document Center is an 
enduring legacy of the celebration of the Bicentennial of the American Revolution in 
1976. It is run under the auspices of the Ingalls Memorial Library Association. 


One hundred, twenty two people visited the BHDC in 1997 for research or to look at 
exhibits; many others viewed the doll collection housed in the Doll House. We also 
answered mail and telephone requests. Our researchers, many of whom are from 
Boxford, use family papers, books, maps, photographs and microfilm of newspapers and 
town records to study aspects of Boxford’s history, often tracing a particular family or 
house. Much of the collection, especially family papers, comes to the Document Center 
as gifts. When possible, we buy additional reference materials to augment the collection. 


The Document Center relies on a volunteer staff to assist the archivist, helping with 
reference work, and organizing and cataloguing collections of papers. This year our 
volunteers included Lu Gould and Dorothy Woodbury. 


To encourage interest in the Document Center, we had a table at the Apple Festival in 
September. We have also continued the series of “Mystery Photos” in the local 
newspaper, hoping to engage people’s curiosity about Boxford, and also to identify some 
unknown photographs. Several groups toured the Document Center this year, examining 
old photographs and the 1776 scale model of Boxford to note changes in the town. 


The Boxford Historic Document Center is open for researchers and visitors on 
Wednesdays, 9 to 4 and evenings from 7:30 to 9:30. We are also open the first two 
Saturdays of each month, from 10 until 3. Special appointments may be made with the 
archivist if these hours are not convenient. There are several exhibits for visitors to 
enjoy, and a large scale model of the town as it appeared in 1776. Books about 
Boxford’s history and houses are available for sale, along with sweatshirts and T-shirts, 
printed with the town seal.

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TRI-TOWN COUNCIL ON YOUTH AND FAMILY SERVICES 


A 14 year old girl is thinking of suicide after her boyfriend breaks up with her; a 15 year 
old boy’s grades plummet and he gets into a fight in school subsequent to witnessing his 
dad hit his mom at home; a 16 year old girl is pregnant and afraid to tell her parents; 
and, a 17 year old boy gets arrested for drinking and driving. 


These stories and many more like them, are typical of the issues addressed by the Tri-Town 
Council so far this school year. In response to such issues, the Tri-Town Council offers 
services broadly divided into three categories: /ntervention (Counseling), Prevention and 
Community Building. 


Intervention: 

All told, our two Masconomet-based counselors, Joan Murphy and Helene Levin, have 
spent in excess of 900 hours working directly with over 300 different Junior and Senior high 
school students in the first four and a half months of the school year. In addition, our 
counselors participate in school assemblies, departmental meetings, health advisory 
meetings, violence and substance abuse meetings, crisis meetings and community meetings. 
The three Towns were nearly equal in the number of students receiving counseling services. 


Our three community-based counselors, Joan Wing, Emily Kirsch and Gary Sinclair, have 
also provided intervention services to community members including: 25 hours of Employee 
Assistance to the Town of Middleton; Systematic Training for Effective Parenting (STEP) 
to 25 families; Individual, Family and/or Marriage counseling or evaluation to another 
dozen Tri-Town residents. We have given telephone consultation and referrals to nearly 
150 persons. 


The Care Committee (Santa’s Helper and Sponsor-a-Family programs) sponsored by the 
Tri-Town Council and chaired by Elisabeth Meyer of Boxford, raised and distributed nearly 
$7,000 to area programs and families in need. 


Prevention: 

The Tri-Town Council sponsored three school-related prevention activities since our last 
annual report: the substance-free, all-night Post-Prom Party (75 attendees); the substance- 
free, all-night Graduation Party (176 attendees); and the Fall Sports Pasta Party (324) 
attendees. 


Our prevention message was delivered to church groups, parent groups, community-based 
committees and clubs. Information on substance abuse and health and safety issues was 
disseminated by direct mail, school assemblies, classroom visitations, cable television and 
through newspaper articles and columns. 


HORIZONS, our popular after-school enrichment program for elementary school children, 
is active in all three towns. Janet Gronneberg, the Boxford HORIZONS director reports 
organizing 18 courses last Spring and 34 courses this Fall involving a total of 406 children. 


Liza Craig-McCormack, our newly hired director for Topsfield and Middleton reports more 
modest numbers (6 Topsfield courses with 120 children and one Middleton course with 35 
children). Liza expects many more course offerings for the Spring HORIZONS sessions! 
We bade a fond farewell to our former Topsfield HORIZONS director, Candyce 
Wainwright, who left the program this year in order to accept a full-time position working 
with elementary school children, 


Community Building: 

The Tri-Town Council sponsored four community-based events this year: the Tri-Town 
Community Pride Stride (65 attendees) and the World AIDS Day Candlelight Vigil (75 
attendees). We also worked closely with the Topsfield, Middleton, Boxford Rotary Club 
and the Topsfield Lions Club in sponsoring the Fall Foliage Road Race. 


In addition, an on-going Workshop or Parent Support Group, was begun in the Fall and 
continues to be offered every-other week, free of charge, to parents of Masconomet Junior 
or Senior High School students. Ten different families have participated in this program. 


The Council participated in the Pumpkin and Strawberry Festivals this year as well as in 
various parent orientation programs at the elementary schools and the junior and senior high 
school. 


FUNDING UPDATE: 

The FY ’98 Tri-Town Council budget totaled $187,037. We received funding from the 
three towns (Boxford, $21,269, Middleton, $17,910 and Topsfield $16,791), the 
Masconomet Regional School District ($63,825), and through fund-raising ($20,509 y.t.d.), 


membership ($8,765 y.t.d.), grants (* $23,000) and donations ($500). 


* During the budget process last year, various Selectmen and Finance Committee members 
recommended that the Tri-Town Council seek any additional increases in funding during the 
year from sources other than the Towns, such as grants from private charitable foundations. 
In response to those suggestions, we submitted a number of grant proposals, four of which 
were awarded, thus increasing our grant-derived funding from $1,000 in FY ’97 to $23,300 
y.t.d. in FY 798. 


Although we will finish FY ’98 with a balanced budget, our need for additional funding to 
support substance abuse prevention programs such as after-school, weekend and summer 
activities for Junior and Senior High School students and increased counseling/educational 
services for parents of elementary school children is very real.
